.Such was the uncle, already grown | 
famous, of young Otto Trevelyan. But 
Tom Macaulay, of 1820-1825, was al- 
together slovenly. He was an Under- 
graduiite of Trinity when a certain Don 
sent him an invitation to dinner. Mac- 
aulay, who (at that time) hated society 
bad already written a letter of refusal, 
when some comrades burst into his 
room, and, being informed of the cor- 
res[)ondence pending, told ]Nracanliiy 
that "he must accept. " As the invita- 
tion was for that veiy day they fur- 
ther decided that jMacaulay must Ije 
washed — .scrubbed for the occasion — 
for in those days he was excessively 
negligent of his personal apiiearanco. 
And the thing was done, rl ft m-nils. 
In latter days i\racauluy not only 
washed, but dilligently shaved himself | ^"f!'> 
from day to day. One day, however, 
having managed to cut his hand, he 
was obliged to send for a barber. The 
operation over, "What am I to give 
you i" quoth Macaulay. "Whatever 
you are in the habit of giving the man 
who shaves you, sir," re]died Figaro, 
"in that case," replied .Macaulay, "I 
should give you a great gash on each 
clu'ck." But 1 have no doubt he paid 
him handsomely. 

He was more than generous in 
money matters, of a princely munifi- 
cence in fact. Many a gentlemanly 
beggar called on him in his rooms at 
the Albany, ami none ever went away 
without at least a guinea. One day a 
person of decidedly "seedy" aspect call- 
ed, and unfolded a long story of sor- 
row. Jfacaulay listened, only half 
touched, having good reasons for tak 
ing his own view of the case. He had 
already made up his mind to dismiss 
the seedy gentleman with an alms, 
when the latter observed incidentally 
that lie was a Trinity man. Macaulay 
thereupon wrote him a cheque for .£100 
.straight off. And yet £100 was a 
very serious consideration to him at 
that time. Indeed the gift put his 
whole year's accounts out of gear. 

Jna rather homely, English sort of 
way, . iMacaulay loved good cheer. 
Wiien he was a young man it gave 
him honest plcasura to be asked to din- 
ner at Lord Lansdowne's or Lord Hol- 
land'.s, because {inter alia) ho was sure 
for that day at least of "a square meal. ' 
At that time ho was supporting hii 
family, including an excessively ui> 
pleasant father, and when not asked 
out would dine on bread and cheese. 

Zachary ^lacaulay was unrpiestion- 
abljp a:Sorrowful person to have for a 
sire. He would not be fond (it was 
not in his nature), but he was very 
proud of his son, and yet thought it his 
duty not to tell him so. "Tom" never 
couid master mathematics, and crowd- 
ed his Cambridge career with a "gulf," 
for in those days classical honors were 
not iiwardcil to students unversed in 
tiic severer branch of knowledge. And 
yet, though Tom had already won a 
chancellor's modal, and Trinity rejoiced 
in tho "gulfed" one, he had scarcely 
courage to face his father after tliis 
failure. Or rather, his mofclior and sis- 
ters would not allow him to do so. 
They all worshipped Tom, and were 
d'etermined to save him the apprehend- 
ed scolding. So they gently broke the 
news to Popa Zacbary.

Among otlicrs thi; eiiicf 
organ of the ^'nvcniiinent at Ottawa ad- 
vanced a .series of objeotious and sisg- 
gested tlio nltoratiun of certain elauaea 
tho passapjo of whicli in tlie original form, 
it claimed, would be dotiiniontal to the 
proHpority uf the country. In tho course 
of a few days the Syndicate j^jroomont 
(.■^iniu before tho C'oniraons for discussion, 
and then Sm Ciiaw.ks TL i-fKii in moving 
tho House into conunittee on tlio .subject 
dolivernd a most eloriueiit and forcible 
speech. Sii; Cu.viii.i'..s reviewed tlie rail- 
way mutter from it.s inception. He read 
tho original tui in.s of union with Hritish 
Columbia; sketched tlio opposition vvliich 
tho Liberal party gave to tho fir.it railway 
Bchonie and the tactics thoy adopted to 
drive the Sir Jons ^lAfDON.iLn govern- 
nvcnt from oilico. Ho next referred to 
tho abortive meaaurca adopted by Mr. 
M.VCKK5ZI1'. in tho direction of railway 
building;' hid olVer of tho Island railway; 
his acceptance of tlie terms ns arranged 
by LoRi) Cai'.n.'^kvo.s acting as arbitrator 
between this Provinco and Canada; his 
siuksequent repudiation of tlioso terms, 
and the return of the ConBorvativos to 
power in 1S78 with the Pacific railway as 
the cliiof plank in their platform. Sir 
OliAULK.s thou described tlio etfort.s which 
ho and hi.s colleagues made to form a 
]iowerful and re.sponsible Syndicate to 
build the road; slxjwed how obstacles were 
thrown in their way by an unpatriotic min- 
ority; and, iinally, how after their machi- 
. nations had nil boon defeated and tho 
Syndicate foriuod thoy aro beforo 
tho country endeavoring to defeat tho 
scheme by a resort to misrepreaenta 
tion and di.shonorablo tactics. IJofore tho 
trenchant oratory of Sir Ciiaklks Ti'i-i-br 
tho objoctiotis to tlio sclienio were dissi- 
pated. Friends of overland railway con- 
struction (sonio of them British Coluni- 
biaUH) who at first reading thought thoy 
detected in tho government sclioinea dan- 
ger to tlic State ; who oxpres.sed a fear 
that tho Syndicate would become a vast 
monopoly which would soon bo HufTicient- 
ly strong to doniiniito eveiy interest in the 
country, were roassured by tho explana- 
tions of the Minister of Kailway.i. His 
speocii captured tho House and took '1 
country tiy storiii ; houce, wlien the first 
division was taken on the2(Jth Jahunry a 
majority for tlie governmoiit scheme of 
80 in a House of 'JOG nicnibors was rolled 
up. This speech, which all tho ofTorts of 
tho Opposition have since failed to shake, 
wo issue in suppleiuent form. It will well 
repay perusal by British Columbians 
whoso every interest is bound up in tho 
early coiiKtrucUou of the railway, who 
have waited with exoinplary patience for 
tlio fulfilment of (Jaimda'.'i pledged 
faith, and who feel and know that thoy 
have nothing to hope for from tho party 
out of power. Mr. 1$lakk's apecclios have 
always shown that lie is possessed of an 
unaccountable hostility to British Colum- 
bia and the Pacific railway ; and tho i-lmh- 
nant of the once powerful party tliat still 
clings to him are but too outspoken to 
leave anj' doubt of their intentions sliould 
they reach ofFico again. Tho speech of 
Sir CuAKLE-s Ti;rrKH concludes with this 
peroration : 

' 'I am glad that wo have triumphed over 
such opposition, and that despite that ob- 
struction we have surmounted the great 
difUcnlty, that despite all the obstruction 
tliey could throw in our way tho time has 
come when enlightened capitalists, best 
acquainted with tho resources of Canada, 
are. prepared to throw tlieiiiaelvcs into the 
construction of this great railway. I say I 
was in hope, now that we have abandoned 
it as a Government work and it ia placed 
on a coinmercinl foundation, that those 
gentlemen could, w'ithout lo.ss of party 
prestige, unite with us on this groat ques- 
tion, and on giving to this ayiulicate who 
arc charged with this important and on- 
erous undertaking, that fair, liaiidHonie 
and generous supjxirt that men engaged 
in a great national work in any country 
luo entitled to receive at tho hands not 
lUily of the (lovernmont of tho country, 
but of every patriot member of I'arlia- 
niont. Sir, I say I have been disappoint- 
ed, but I hope upon futura. reflection, at 
no di.stant day, when tho results of this 
measure which wo are now submitting for 

tllO aliprflVal nf Piivlininotif , ntyA wKioli I 

trust and conKdontly expect will obtain 
the sanction of this House, will be such 
:us to compel these gontlomeii, openly 
and candidly, to admit that in taking tho 
course which we have followed we have 
done what is calculated to promote the 
best interests of tho countiy, and that it 
lias been attended with a success exceed- 
ing our iiiofit .sanguine expectations. I 
can only say, in conclusion, after some 
ilvc-and-tweiity years of public life, I 
aliall feel it tho greatest source of ploa.s- 
ure that the quarter of a century has 
aflbrded mo, as I am satisfied that my 
right hon. friend beside ino will feel that 
it crowns the success of his public lifo, 
that while Premier of this country his 
(jovcrnniont were able to carry through 
Parliament a measure of this inestimable 
value to tho progress of Canada; so'I can 
fedl, if 1 have no other boqueat to leave 
to my ^ehildren after mo, the proudest 
legacy I would desire to leave was the re- 
cord that T was able to take an active 
iwrt in the promotion of tiiig great meas- 
,urc by which, I buliovo, Canada will to- 
ceivo an impetus tliat will make it a great 
and powerful country at no distant^ date.

He positively as.serted tlio utter truth 
OL the doctrino of matoriil evolution of 
nil tilings, from the gaseous matter to 
rocks, plant-life, and aiiiuials, up to and 
including the dillercnt hiiiiniii races 
peopling our various Continnnts. There 
is also evolution of jilanets and systems 
of idanets. And endless and infinite 
uystems nf univei-scs licyond. The great 
God, to whom one day is .-is a tlimisand 
years, made the universi's 'ity tlie ~low 
action of evolution and of law, and 
made them to bo evolvcil by gradual 
and successive stages, e.xnctly as tlio 
growth of the smallest tree is unfolded. 
Worlds aro thus born, gr(v,v oM ami 
die, having been inlluenced from youth 
to age, through diderenl stages and 
.successive changes, up to their present 
condition ; and while all things are 
governed by the exact requirements of 
natural law, they are atrected liy all 
tho constant changes, going on aroe.nd 
thoni, in their life lii.st(n'v, from birth 
to age and death, livery planet began 
in an intensely vaporous eoudition, and 
that vapor contninctl all substances to 
be found in it afterward, in an intense- 
ly heated form.

Our conlinenls were formed 
at the bottom of seas, and by the evap- 
oration of water bce;uiie dry laud 
covered l.iy debi'is brought from the 
mountain to]is by rivers as well as by 
glacial wear. No sane student of tlu' 
sciences now living will assort that 
earth existed less tiian (en millions of 
years ago as n solid crust and the best 
informed c^laiiii a luurh longer jieriod, 
tho longe.'?t ■well-founded time Ijeiiig 
ca rof u I ly CO ni p u t ed a t G , ( ) , ("i y ea rs 
since earth's surface bi^came solid. 
Here we must not measure time by 
thousands, but byimmon.se luinibers of 
millions of years. The largi'i- a planet 
is the longer will be all tiie .-.lagrs of 
ita life, for largo sizes take longer to 
cool, and for all other stage.s iirii]ior 
tionally. A planet is young or old in 
dovelopmentjbut not in years as count- 
ed by the inlmbitaniiS of our tiny earth. 
Our sun is 12.")0 thousand times larger 
than the earth, hv.\)cu nuisL !)(.■ uuich 
younger in (levelo])meiit, lie (hen 
spoke of the absurility of supposing 
that sun spots had anything to do with 
disturbances of weather on our 
earth and alluded very feelingly 
and pointedly to the superstitions ami 
utter follv and treineiulous absin-ility 
of supposing that either .'.uii spfjts, 
porilielion of ]ilaiiots, or their grou|iiiig 
all in conjunction, could in any perecp- 
tiblo way afiect ourearth, or its climate, 
or atmosphere. He said tho tlieory 
was an ancient one, and as wild as it 
was without foundation. All predic- 
tions founded on any such oeenrri-nces 
wore the mo.st absurd views ;\d\ ;ini;eil 
in ignorance by those wild theorisis 
wlio had no possible foundation to buihl 
upon,- -evidently alluding to Pmzzi 
Smyth — who, it will be reniembered, 
PKOFKSSOitPuocTOU berated most sound- 
ly for what he pronouneed his wild 
speculations about thi> pyramids, w hii h 
he most emphatically ditl not believi' in 
when last at San Francisco. Pkofkssoii 
PaocTOU said that the idea of any 
planet or other body of our .system ex- 
erting an influence on our weather so 
ns to cause violent storms upon our 
eartli, or a disturbance, or spirit of un 
I'est among its jieople, was a modern 
folly and sheerest nonsense. Tliis, his 
most absolute denial of any possible 
manifestation of any such influence, 
was imperious, and wliolly unsupported 
by the slightest attempt at argument, 
in direct refvitation of tlienrie.s i-eceii(Iv 
advanced, He said our sun was .a 
glowing, vaporous body; in l oiulitiun, 
the youngest of any body of our solar 
system. Ita flames of forked and liery 
streamers make the most tremendous 
noi.sfi as they dart ii[iwai-d, and the 
glowing atmosphere of tliu sun roai s lo 
tho ear terrific sounds wliicli, if we 
could hear them, would be a ihillion 
fold louder on every sfiuaro inch of ils 
surface than the heaviest detonation 
of the loudest thunderbolt man upon 
this earth ever heard. The sun is cun- 
stautly driving forth, with intense 
eru]HiVe energy, enormous eieet-ions of 
gas and liquid metals over inmieiise 
area.s. The bells of Jupiter, he frit 
sure, were neither land nor water, but 
vaporous masses of gases in diflercnt 
conditions. The earth's surface is 7-' 
hundredths water, and .Mars is .")0 
hundredths only. .\ge in a jilaiiet is 
revealed by tho extent (o whieh its 
water surface diminislu's. In explain- 
ing a photogi-aph of the luooti, ho said 
the moon was very old, liecau.so it had 
no water, and also very little, if anv, 
air. The dark spots were the di ied up 
bods of oceans, as all the moon's lower 
levels are of a darker tint than the 
higher; they are old hollows filled with 
mud — hence must be seas dried up. 
••This is my theory," ho said, "aiul one 
I have never yet soon in any 
book." Our planetary .system is re 
poatcd in all the star dej)tlis. Lord 
Ros.s' telescope can show one hundied 
millions of .suns, each one a centre of 
circling worlds. According to liiiKws- 
TER, there are over one hundred mil- 
lions of inhabited worlds. In time, as 
in space, we find universal life; and a.s 
there^s n.o^endj^].fc^.6^um^ neither 
can roan " tnow 'of 'tiny bieginnirig.

Sir 
Kdward Selby Smyth, then cniiniiaiidin^' 
tho Canadian militia, i;ave orders to have 
l-ho defences of the Iiarboiir rojiaired, and 
Colonel Strange, R. A., Inspector of Ca- 
nadian Artillory, visited tho works and 
completed them as far jis means would 
admit. 

The strategical imixirtatice nf Iv-'iiui- 
midt to us as a naval power i.-f already 
vei-y ' great, but imagine what it will be- 
come when the exertions of tho Onnadians 
plac* it in direct communication with 
Quebec, Port.iniouth and Woolwicli. The 
Canadians are in fact, and with their own 
money, placing iis in direct conimtinici- 
tion with one gate of the Pacific ocean. 
Several portions of the railway will be 
completed next year, the nuint important 
being that running northeast for about 
150 miles from the western terminus of 
British Columbia. 1 trust the time may 
come when this ^rcat work will be fully 
ajipreciated and its inijierial cliaracter 
acknowledged.

I need not remind the House that when 
.my Right Hon. friend the leader of the 
<ioverument occupied in 1871 thesameposi- 
tion which he now occu|)ies, the policy nf 
<:onstructing a great line of Canadian Pacific 
lailw.'iy, that would connect the two great 
oceans, which form the eastern and western 
Ijoimdarie.i of the Dominion of Canada, re- 
ceived tlie approval of this House ; not only 
did tho policy of accomplishing that great 
-work receive tlie endorsation of a large ma- 
jority in tho Parliament of this country, hut 
in specific terms the means by which that 
work should be accomplished wore embodied 
in tho form of a resolution, and nubmitted 
lor the consideration of Parliament. It was 
•moved by the late lamented Sir Ceorge Car- 
tier, '■ That the railway referred to ia tlie ail- 
dress to Her JIajivty concerning tho union

TuiTEn — That was the first 
resolution, and it was amended to state 
anore strongly tliat the woik should uot in- 
volve an increiiso in the existing rate of 
taxutiun. I was under the impression that 
■the rcsoluticn I had in my hand was theor- 
aginal motion as carried.' Tte hon. gentleman 
will [igreo with nio that it embodies the 
mode ill which the voad should be construct- 
ed. Now, sir, allhough hon. gentlemen in 
the House, although the two great parties re- 
presented ;n this House may entertain dif- 
■fercnces of opinion as to th<: construction of 
the railway, an<i the mc-ans that may bo 
iidei]nate to its aocoinplishinent, the 
House was unanimous in that, be- 
cause lion gentlemen then representing the 
■Opposiiiou in this House Supported a reso- 
Jution lutrochiced asanamendmenttoours by 
■Chief Justice Dorion, declaring that the road 
.-should be constructed ih' iio other way, add- 
ing to tho rcBoluHon the words '< and not 
otherwise," the object of which was to niak 
it impossible lor any Government to secure 
the construction of the road in any other 
jnodc than tlirongli the agency of a private 
Company aided by a grant of lauds and money 
And while the resolution moved by Sir George 
■Curlier, declaring that tho work should be 
coutitructcd in that way, received the support 
of every gentleman on "this side of the House, 
the still stronger affirmation, moved by Mr, 
Boriott, that the work should be done in no 
other way, received, I believe, the support of 



everv gentleman on the other side of the 
House ; therefore I think I m;iy say the 
policy of Parliameut, uot tho policy of any 
one party, was distincly aflirmed in the reso- 
lutions placed upon the journal in 1371. 
Well, sir, in 1872 it became necessary to state 
in diKtlnct terms what aid tho Government 
proposed under tho authority of that resolu- 
tion to oiTer tor tho construction of the rail- 
way. The journals of 1872 will show that 
Parliament, by a deliberate vote and by a 
very large majority, placed at the service of 
the Goverumeiit S:iO,Oi)0,OUO iu money and 
;■)(), 000, 000 acres of hind for the construction 
of the main line, and an additional amount 
of 'J0,000 acres of land ])0.r milo for tho Pem- 
bina Branch of 85 miles, and of 2.'),000 
acres of land per mile for tho Nepigoii 
branch of that line. Sir, I may remind the 
House that it was expected, as may possibly 
provi! to be the case yet, that the line of the 
Canada Pacific Ilaihvay from Nipissing west- 
ward would ruu to the north of Lake 
Kepigon, and provision ■was therefore made 
for a branch by a vote of 25,000 acres of land 
per mile tor 130 miles, to secure connection 
between Lake Superior and the main line. 
Now, sir, these terms liecame the subject ot 
very considerable discussion m this 
House and out of it, and the Gov- 
ernment having been pustaineil by a 
majority placing at their disposal that 
amount of money and that amount of land to 
secure the construction of the Canada Pacific 
Ilaihvay, and the term nf Parliameut having 
expired. Parliament was dissolveil and the 
country appealed to, and, sir, after that ques- 
tion ivas placed before the country a very 
sufficient working majority was rei'irned to 
support tho Govcrnmont, and confirm the 
policy which the House had adopted, both as 
to tho mode in which tho work was to be 
constructed, and as to the imblic money and 
puhlic lands which the Government were au- 
thorized to use for tlie purpose of securing 
the construction of this work. Well, sir, 
uniler the authority ol thi.s House, in 1H72, 
and under the autliority of the 
people of this country, conlirniiug 
what the Hous(^ had done, the Gov- 
ernment entered into acontiact with a num- 
ber of gentlemen who subsequently selected 
Sir Hugh Allan as the president of 
tho Company, for the purpose of 
constructing the Canada Pacific Uailway on 
the terms that I have now mentioned to the 
House. 

TUK CAL'SK OK TUB FIl'.ST FAILCIIK. 

That gentleiaan. with some of his 
as.snuiat.cK. (I neiui not »b thin jiurlod remluil 
the House that that Company embraced a 
number of the most able, leading and in- 
lluential men in this country fiuancially and 
commercially) proceeded to England, at that 
time, at all uventH, the great money market 
of the world ; I might almost say that it was 
then the only money market in the world. 
They proceeded to hZnglaud and exhausted 
every means in their power to obtain the 
support of the linancial men, in such 
a way as to enable them to carry 
that contract to completion. l{ my 
recollection does tiot fail me, tho hon. 
leader of the late Uovernment on more 
than one occasion expressed the hope that it 
would be successful. Ho always expressed 
his strong couvtction that tho means were 
altogether inadequate to secure the object 
in view, but I tliiuk thatou more than one 
occasion he expressed his patriotic hope that 
these gentlemen would Kjioceed in obtaining 
the capital required upon these terms. I'ut, 
sir, they ilid uot succeed, as everybody 
knows. After having exhausted every ellort 
in their power thi^y were obliged to return 
and surrender the charter under which thoy 
receiveil authority to endeavor to obtain 
money for the construction of tlie great 
work. Well, sir. a very unple;i.sant result 
followed, and the then Goveniuicnt of this 
country met witli a like deleat. Tho means 
placed at their dispo.sal to secure the con- 
struction of the great work which thesp gen- 
tlemen had in hand having proved inade- 
]uate, the Governmeiitalso succumbed to the 
pressure from tho lion, gentlemen opposite, 
it is not a pleasant topic, and I will not 
dwell any longer upon it than is absolutely 
necessary to introdiicu the Administration 
which followed Tis, ably led by tlio hon. 
member lor haniblon. Now, sir, i 
have said on more than one occasion 
that, in my judgment, inasmuch as 
the only autliority which Parliament 
liad given for the constrnction of the Canada 
Pacific Pailwiiy requires it should ho done by 
a private company, aided by agnint of land 
and money, and inasmuch as in 
the resolution embodying tlmt statement, 
as tho hon. leader of the Opposition 
lia.s correctly reminded nie, is em- 
bodied that it should not increase the ex- 
isting rate of taxation, and, inasimich as the 
Finance Minister of the Government at once 
announced to Parliament the fact that there 
wa.s a great impending (lujicieney between 
tlie reveinu; and expenditure, and it therefore 
bi^caine ap]iarciit that no progress could be 
made except in contraveutiiui of loth these 
propositions, I liiive said before, and I repeat 
now, that in my judgment tho liou. leader of 
the then Government would have teen war- 
ranted in stating that ho was obliged to leave 
the fiuestion of the constrnction of the Can- 
ada Pacific Kailwny in abeyance Tho pres- 
ent hon. leader of the Opposition has dilVered 
with iiie on that point, as occa.sienally wearo 
compelled to dilfer on matters wliicli are 
submitted for t lie considerat ioii oithis Uciise, 
and 1 am free to confess that, altliougli I do 
not hold so strongly as the preseat leader of 
the Upp(>sition opinions as to the duty which 
devolved upon the hon. inemberforLiiiuhtoii 
as leader of the Government of l.ST l, that the 
upinioDS ho formed, tho policy he adopted, 
and the statements he made in and out of 
this House us to his position regarding the 
construction of the Caniuliau Pacific Kail- 
way were eminently patriotic, to tho gieat 
credit of that hon. getilleinau. 

TUK M'kK.S'ZIH I'UMCV. 

But, sir, ho did commit himself in tho most 
formal and authentic inaiiner to tlio con- 
struction, notwithstanding the <lilliciilty 
which bad occurred ; notwith.standing the 
apparently insuperable difiiculties which 
presented themselves, the hon. gentleman 
went to his constituents — I will not say ho 
went to his constituents — he appealed to all 
Canada ; lie appealed to the people of this 
country in the most formal mimner in which 
it is iiossible for a First Jlinister to state his 
policy, and that was bv a mauifeato over ids 
own signature. Tlie House will perhaps al- 
low nu! to draw att.jntioii to some very im- 
jiortant statements cont.-uned in the mani- 
lesto. 'I'he hoii. getitleiiiaii said we must 
meet thu dilticulty imposed on Canada by 
the reckless arrangement of the Inte Gov-' 
eminent with reference to the Pacific Rail- 
way, under which tfeey pledged the hand and 
resources of the country to the commence- 
ment of that gigantic work in July, 1873 
and to its completion by July, 1881." The 
hon. gentlemau will see that the term 



"reckless arningement " is confined and 
limited. This strong expression is limited 
by the hon. gentleman to the short time 
which we had allowed ourselves for the 
construction of the work, and uot tho work 
itself, The hon. gentleman fu.Tther said : 
' That contract has already been broken ; 
over a niilliou dollars has uow been spent 
in surveys, and uo particular lino has yet 
been located ; tho hargain, as wo always 
said, is incapable of literal fulfilment. We 
must make arrangements -witli British 
Cciimihia for such tt rehkxation of the terms 
as will give time for tho completion of the 
surveys and subseiiuent prosecution of tho 
work with such sjieed as the resources of the 
country would permit of, and without too 
largely increasing the burden of taxation ujion 
tlie people." 

Hen. ilr. MACiiK.vziK — Hear I hear j 

Sir CiiAS. TciM'Kii — Hear, hear. The hon. 
gentleman wp nt on to say that " they must, in 
Uie meantime obtain some moans of commu- 
nication across tho continent, and it would be 
their |ioliey to unite tlio enormous stretches 
of magnifieent water communication with 
lines of railway to the Jtocky lloiintaiiis, 
thus avoiding for the present the construc- 
tion of l,:iOO miles of railway, costing from 
sixty to eighty millions ol ilollars, and ren- 
dering the resources of the country available 
lor tlie prosecution of thi'se links; they 
should endeavour to lualie these great works 
auxiliary t^o the promotion of immigration on 
an extensive scale, and to the settlement and 
development of these rich and fertile terri- 
tories oil which our hopes for tho fu- 
ture of Canada are so largely fixed." 
Now, sir, I am sure that the House 
will excuse mo for placing before them in 
tho strong, and emphatic and eloipient tertus 
of the leader of that Goveriiinent, tho opin- 
ion he entertained as to wliatwas iucumljent 
upon the Admiiiistratioii, and what was 
likely to be attained by pursuing tliat 

course. Then, sir, the liou. gentleman, in a i i>rosecution of tho 
speech at barnia, Icdiowed iij) the policy 
here loreshadowed still more strongly, still 
more emphatically, than ho had done in bis 
nianili-^to. He said : " Von are aware tliat 
during the discussion on tho bill 1 object- 
ed to the provisions as to the build- 
ing of the railway within ten 
years," (nearly three years of that 
tiuio had been then exhausted,) "and 
to being bound by a contract to linish it 
wilbln seven years and three months; it 
was essential for the settlement, for the 
purpose of opening up tlio districts, where 
we have great riches undeveloped." 1 pre- 
sume that he was relerrmg to the undoubt- 
edly rich niiiieral districts of British 
Columbia. " WitlKmt tliat couimunica- 
ion great development cannot take 
(dace. It will be the duty of the Admiuis- 
tnitioii, ill the first place, to secure the oppor- 
tunity lor communication from Lake Supe- 
rior to the liocky Jlountains, and at the 
same tiuie (and this speaks fi.ir itself), 
and thence to tile Pacific Ocean 
and tho western slope. If we wish to make 
these regions accessible — that is British Co- 
lumbia and the Northwest territory — we 
must etlect this communication." I do not 
think it requires any argument to sliow that 
the lion, gentleman propo.sed to construct a 
road ill British Coluinbia and one on the 
prairie on this side, ami that there would bo 
iio ililliciilty ill the constnicti<ju of ilie (.oni- 
niuiiiciitiiig sections. He says: ''It will be 
necessary to coinplc'te our great natural 



highway across the continent, and I think it 
will be the duty, as it will be the desire of 
the Government to develop any plan by 
which these results can be accomplisbe<l. ' 
Now, sir, there are other means of obtain- 
ing tho policy of an Administration 
besides the expression of t.ho leading nioui- 
bers of that Administration, and one is tiie 
authentic declaration of tlie organ of the 
Adniiuislration. If my lion. Irieiid tho 
leader of the Opposition will iiul permit ine 
to construe the language of the then leader 
of tlie Government, perhaps ho will not 
object if I show him what construction the 



my mind, then seemed impracticable within 
the time that wius proposed, and impractic- 
able also within the meant; proposed to be 
used to accomplish it." I wish to invite 
tho attention of the Hoiisu to the formal de- 
claratiou miuio on tho floor of Parliameut by 
tho late Prime Minister, that tho nieuns 
that Parliament had placed at the dis- 
posal of tho Government of their 
Iiredecessors, §30,000,000 in money and 
,')0,OO0,ooo acres of land, were utterly 
j inadeiiuate to securo the construction 
I of tlie work. Then the hon. gentleman 
continues : — " I have not changed tliat opi- 
nion, but being placed here in the Govern- 
ment I am bound to endeavour, to the ut- 
most of my ability, to devise such means 
as iiiay seem within our reach to accom- 
plish, in spirit if not in letter, , he obliga- 
tions imposed upon us by the treaty of union, 
for it was a treaty of union with llritinh Co- 
lumbia." 1 am sure that British Columbia 
will bu very glad to be again remisded that 
the leader of the Opposition maintained that 
this was an absolute treaty of ujion with 
British Columbia. Then he continues: — 
" Wo had to undcrtoko to vindicate the good 
faith of the country and do something which 
would enable this Parliiiment to carry 
out, in spirit, if not in letter, the serious 
uiKlertaking of bulMing this railway as far 
as the shores of British Columbia. Tlie 
le!;al terms are exact. We are bound, within 
a specified time, to construct a road to con- 
nect with the railway system of Ontario on 
tho east, to the Pacific coast on the west. 
There aro moral obligations us well as legal 
obligations. Wo thought in tho first place, 
after having had time to consider what 
should bo done, that the Liust course to pur- 
sue iu tho meantime would be to coUfer witii 
the local Government of Uritish Columbia, 
and to endeavor to ascertain from them If 
any means could be arnvnged whereby an 
xteiisioii of time could be procured lor tho 
woik which we were 
bound to undertake. With that view a gen- 
tleman was sent as representative of this 
Government to that jiroviiice, ami in the 
course ol his negotiations witli the local 
Goverunient it became apparent, as it had 
been apparent ill this House from the re- 
marks of several meiiihers from the Ishiiid 
of Vancouver, that it was an exceedingly im- 
portant matter in their estimation that the 
road should be commenced at once at Esqui- 
niault and traverse the Island to that iioint 
where tho crossing of tho Narrows was ulti- 
mately to be. I for one was ciuite willing, if 
the local (Jovernnient were disposed to make 
some terms lor tlie extension of time, to un- 
dertalie tlie construction of the Island por- 
tion as rapidly as possible, hut i 1 it became 
apparent that the local autliorities were de- 
termined to adiiere rigidly to the terms of 
union and deinfinil the wljole terms and 
nothing less, this House and Domin- 
ion of Canada, I was and am strongly 
of opinion, would on their pare con- 
cede to tliem the terms and nothing 
more. Proceeding upon the belief that this 
was a fair representation of the opinious of 
tlio country which had to pay for tlio con- 
struction of this enormous work, wo instruct- 
ed Mr. Edgar, who was appointed to repre- 
sent the Government in the matter, to say 
that the Government would be projiared to 
undertake immediately the.commeiicement 
of tli.i work upon the Island, traversing it 
northward in the direction of the point of 
crossing, jirosecute tie surveys on tlie maiii- 
laud, construct a jiassable road along the 
ridge, erect a telegraph line along the road, 
and as soon as the work could be phiceil 
iimler contract, we would ex|)end a million 
and a half a year within the province. 1 do 
not know whether tho offer will be ac- 
cepted or not, and in the nieau- 
tirae tt is absolutelv necessary that 
tho Government slionld have authority 
to jiroceed with the coniniencemeDt of tho 
works in such a way as they should think 
will meet with tho acc eptation of the coun- 
try generally and the reasonable people in 
British Columbia." Now, I need not remind 



orgiin of tlie Government placed upon I be I the House that this (luestioii was made tl 



words (d' their leader. I reail in an editoi lal 
in the Toronto (rVoii^ newspaper that it lia<l 
been asserteil "that Mr. Jlackeiixies cabinet 
have abandoned the Canadian I'acitic 
Ilaihvay. Nothing can lie further from 
tlie truth. Mr. Mackenzie's speech at 
Sarnia intimated distinctly what was the 
course which he proposed to pursue, and sub- 
sequent statements have all explained and 
developed the iileas then suggested. There 
is no (|Uestion as to whether tho Pacific 
Ilaihvay will be built or not. That ipies- 
tion has been settled irrevocably iu the af- 
firmative, and there is no slatesiiiaii in Cana- 
d.i who would commit himself to any nega- 
tive on such a point. On this alt are agreed. 
Canvass the Dominion over and two things 
will be proved as settled points. One is that 
the railway must be built at as early a pe- 
riod as possible, aud that everything that can 
reasonably help that railroad to a completion 
must bo dono and given. These two points 
are emphatically endorsed by the 
new iMinisters, and entirely removed 
from the region of controversy." Now, sir, I 
have sliown not only that the House afiirmed 
that wo slunild have a Pacific Kaihvay, but I 
have shown that the (ioveriimeiit that suc- 
ceeded that of my Pdglit Hon. friend com- 
mitted themselves in the fullest and nio.sl 
eoinplete manner not only to the construc- 
tion ot that great work, but to its construction 
as rapidly as it was jiossihle wirliin tlie 
iiieaiis of tlie country. The lion, gentleinan 
himself, on thu Ooor of this House, stated 
'•Let tue say-so fur as the work is concerned, 
that 1 have always been an advocate of the 
( oiislruction of a mihvay across this conti- 
nent, but I have never believed that it was 
within our means to carry it out in anything 
like the period of time to which the hon. 
gentleman bound Parliai.ient and the conn- 
try. Now, I think tliat the worl; ouglit to 
lie jirosecuted in the most vigorous loriu, but 
time is an impintant element." I have given 
the House some of the extra-parliamentury 
utterances of the hon. gentleman, and I pro- 
]iose now to invito its attention to some still 
more formal and distinct statemens of jiolicy 
in regard to tho important question, state- 
ments made in tho capacity of Prime Minis- 
ter of the country and on the floor of Parliu- 
lueut. 

THE OBLIGATION'S OP TUB COU.VTRV. 

In 1871, the lion, genllcman introduced 
a bill for the purpose of providing for the con 
strucliou of the Canadian Pacific Uailway, 
and ill the course of a very able and exhaus- 
tive speecli, lie placed very fully on record 
the opinions which he held, and which em- 
bodied tho opinions of the Government at 
jtliat time. He stated, as will be seen by re- 
Uncncc to Ilantard of May tho 12th,' 'l8T-l. 
that " the duty was tmposedupon Parliament 
of providing a greot Scheme of carrying out 
the obligations iinposed upon us by the sol- 
emn action of PaiUament in this matter. The 



to Pembina, and 20,000 acres per mile of land, I liament for tho prosoeutioa of his scheme. 

and §10,000 per mile and 20,000 acres per mile 
for tho Georgian Bay branch of 120 miles 
long, and also to givo the further sum of -t 
per cent, interest for twenty-live years upon 
such sum as might be found necessary, in 
order to secure tho construction of the work. 
Now the hon. gentleman, the leader of tho 
late Government, stated frankly to the House 
at tho outset that tho terms previously provid- 
ed in 1872, and embodied iu tho contract made 
with the Allan company in 1873, were utterly 
inadequate, and that it was necessary to the 
good faith of the country, and that its honor 
and interests demanded, that the railway 
should be proceeded with. He asked and 
obtained from Parliament a large addition to 
tho means that had been previously passed 
by Parliament for the construction of the 
v/ork. In 1875, after having a year's experi- 
ence, ho canio to tho House and said : — '• We 
only let the grading upon this line (Pembina 
branch), because wo thought it advisable, 
while proceeding thus far, nut to proceed any 
farther until we could get a general contract 
let lor the entire line, whore we propose to 
build it now, which would coverall the more 
expensive pans of construction. For the 
same reason we are only letting the grading 
and bridging from Fort William to Sheban- 
dowaii, and the same from Hat P()rtivge to 
Red lUver." Again it will be seen that the 
hon. gentleman puts forwird as his pblii^y 
aud the policy of the Parliament of 1S71, as 
it had been the policy of the I'arlianujnt of 
1871 and 1872, tha-t the work should be 
prosecuted Viy the agency of a private com- 
[lany, aided by a grant of money and land. 
Ab 1 have already stated, tho subject was 
madu u matter, in 1875, of 



Kubji-et of reference by British Columliia to 
tho tiiiperial Government, and Lord Carnar- 
von sniiuiitted for the consideration of tliis 
(loveri«nent his view of what should be 
done. That was that not less than S2,O00.- 
0(10 in addition to the railway on Van- 
couver Island — the telegraph line, the 
waggon road and all these other considera- 
tions — should he extended annually by the 
Government within the Province of British 
Columbia. When the hon. gentleman 
submitted his resolution in 1871, as 
1 am now submitting my resolutions, 
lie said: — ''We pnqiose iu tliese re- 
solutions to ask the House to agree to tliese 
general propositions. In the lirst place we 
have to ask tlie house for complete power to 
proceed with tliu construction of tlie road 
under the terms of the union with Briti.sh 
Columbia, because wo cannot throw off that 
obligation except with tho consent of the 
contmcting jiarties, and we are therefore 
bound to make all the provisions that the 
House can enable us to make to endeavor to 
cany out in the spirit, and ns far as wc can 
in tiic letter, tlie obligation imposed on ui. 
bylaw. The British Columbia section v.ill, of 
course, have to bo proceeded with as fast as 
we < im do it, for it is essential to keep faith 
with the spirit and as far as possible with 
llie letter of the agreement. I attribute a 
very great deal of importance in- 
deed to being able to throw in settlers to all 
parts of the country and fill it witli 
population, which is the only thing which 
can give ultimately commercial value to the 
road or prosperity to tho country. It will be 
observed, sir, that in tho resolutions, iw I 
have mentioned, the Government provide for 
the submission of these contracts to Parlia- 
in'jnt ; they jirovide also that in case we re- 
ceive no proposals for tlio building of what 
are called the sectioiLK in the bill, that is of 
the four great divisions, the Governnuiiit 
takes power to issue jjroposals ta build the 
road by direct Government agency." The 
hon. gentleman said that the Cari,a(lian 
Pacific was only to be built by direct gov- 
ernment agency in the event of there being 
no proposals, and of thoro hoing a failure in 
carrying out tlie iiolicy of Parliament that it 
should be done Ijy private enteriirise, aided 
by a grant of money and lands. Iu 187r> the 
hon. gentleman having had an opportunity 
of considering the propos.Us -wliich were in- 
troduced in his bill, to which I shall invite 
the atteation of tho House more specifically at 
a later period, obtained authority from this 
House to go on with tho iniinediateconstruc- 
tioa of the railway by the direct agency of the 
Government, for he could not obtain it in 
any other way. 

TUE LIBERAL GOVBRKMEKT TERMS. 

Having obtained power from the 
House to give not only $10,000 of money 
per mile for every mile between Lake Nipis- 
sing and the shores of the Pacific, and 20,000

and he proposed that $2,000,000, and not 
$ I, .500,000, should be the minimum expen- 
diture on railway work within tho Province 
from the date at which tho surveys are suf- 
ficiently complete to enabht that amount to 
be oxiiended on construction. In naming 
this amount His Lordship understood, in the 
language of tho miunorandum, '-That, it being 
alike the interest and tlie wi^ll of the 
Doiiiiniou tioveriinient to urge on with 
all speed tlie eoiniiletion of the works 
now to bo ntnlertaken, the annual 
exponditure will he as much in ctcess 
of tho minimum of §2,000,000 as in any year 
may be tound pnicticablo ; lastly, that on or 
before the 31st of December, 18110, the rail- 
way shall bo completed and opened for 
tralHc from the Pacific seaboard to a point 
at the western end of Lake Superior, at 
which it will fall into connection with ex- 
isting linos nf railway through a portion of 
tho United States, and also with the naviga- 
tion on Canadian waters." These terms, sir, 
it is true, included a considerable extension 
of the time within which the road was origi- 
nally to have been completed, but they fixed 
a definite and distinct limit within wliich a 
large portion of Utn Pacific Kailwav sliould be 
constructed and put in operatiou. The 
hon. gentleman himself in referring 
to these terms usetl this language: — 
■' Wo shall always endeavor to proceed 
with the work as fast as the circumstances ot 
the country (circumstances yet to be de- 
veloped) will enable us to do, so as to obtain 
as soon as possible complete railway com- 
inunicalioii ivitli the Pacific Province. How 
soon tliat time may come I cannot predict, 
but I have no reason to doubt that we shall 
he able to keep our obligation to British Co- 
lumbia as now amendcii without seriously 
interfering with tho march of prosperity." 
(Laughter.) That is. that by 1800, the hon. 
gentleman hoped to complete the work, 
without seriously Interfering with the marcli 
of piospcrlty." I am gl.ad, notwithstanding 
tho difiiculties which tho hon. geutleni.ui en- 
countered, to be able to submit to his con- 
sideration the means by which we are to do 
that to which he pledged himself and pledged 
thu honor and faith of his Government and 
his parly, so far as tho leader of a great party 
can pledge that party, to tho acoomplisli- 
iiieiit of a great national undertaking. But, 
sir, 1 am glad to he able to give not only the 
autliority of the loader of the late Govern- 
nient, but that of the honorable aud learned 
gentleman who is leader of Her Majesty's 
constitutioual opposition at tho present uio- 
meut. 



TBE SITUATION IN 1876. 

In 1870, after longer experience, ai-tor having 
found that the financial ditlicultiei of the 
uuutry had curtaiuly uot decreased, thehou. 
untlemaa was still uad ismayed, for in 187G, 
from the high and authoritative position of 
I Prime Minister submitting the policy of 
his Government to the country, after full 
aufl delibemte consideration, ho enunciated 
tho loUowing views ; — "We have felt from 
the first that while it was utterly impossible 
to iuiplemeut to the letter the engagements 
entered into by our predecessors, the good 
faith of the country demanded that the Ail- 
ministration should do everything that was 
roa-sonable aud in their power to carry out 
tho pledges made to British Columbia ; if 
not the entire obligation, at least such parts 
of it as seemed to be within their power 
and most conducive to the welfare of the 
whole Dominion, as well as to satisfy all 
reasonable men in tho Province of British 
Columbia, which Province has fancied itself 
entitled to complain ol apparent want of 
good faith in carrying out these obligations. 
Ill endeavoring to accomplish this result, we 
liavo had serious dilfieulties to eoiiteiid with, 
to which I will shortly allude. Tlio Act of 
1871 |)rescribes that tlie Government may 
buiUl tlie road on contract in tho ordinary 
way, or it may be built on the terms set 
forth in section 8, which provides that the 
Ijovernment may pay $10,000 in money, and 
grant 20,000 acres of land per mile, with four 
per cent for 25 years upon any additional 
amount In tho tenders, to a company to con- 
struct portions of the line. The intention of 
the Government was, as soon as the surveys 
were in a sntliciently advanced state, to in: 
vito tenders for the construction of such i>or- 
tions of the work as in tlie judgment of Par- 
liament it migiit he considered ilesirable to 
go on with, and that in the meaiilime the 
money tliat has been spent in grading should 
i be heid to be a part of tho §10,000 a mile re- 
I ferred to in section 8. Whether the Govern- 
ment would bo in a position tlie coming sea- 
son to have contracts obtaiued and siibniitlod 
to Parliament for the whole line at its next 
session, is perlia]is problematical. " So that 
the hon. gentleinan in 187G nut only con- 
templated going, on steadily with the pro- 
secution of tho work or very importiuit 
sections of the work, but ho had it in oon- 
tomplatiouto invite toiidcrs fortho construc- 
tion of the whole Canadian Pacific Ilailway 
on terms which, as I shall show uioie speci- 
fically hereafter, were largely in excess of any 
authority wo ever obtained from Parliament, 
ami terms that, as I have said before, he him- 
self held, and I sii|ipuse,coiiscieiitiously held, 
to bo utterly inadeiiuate. The hon. geiitle- 
niaii went on to say : If we are able to 
commence the work of construction this 
coming year in British Columbia, these rails 
will be required. It may be said to be im- 
possible to commence the construction ot the 
road in British Columbia without having 
rails on the spot." And in that I concur with 
the hon. gentleman. 

Hon. Mr. Macke.n'zie — The concurrence 
comes very late. 

Sir CiiAS. Tltpkr — Tho hon. gentleman 
will not, I think, lind any gronnti for making 
that statement. I think he will, jierliaps, 
allow me to state that they would have been 
eipially useful, if they had not lain (piite so 
long in British Columbia. The hon. 
gentleman continued; '■There are five 
thousand tons in British Columbia, and if we 
' erred in seeding them there, wo have simply

That hon. gentleman is reported in 
the Hansard ot March 6, 1875, to have used 
these words : — '' Tho general policy of tho 
tho country upon the subject of the Pacific 
Il.ailway was spread before this country 
anterior to the late general election and jirac- 
tically and fairly stated." I liave to read to 
the House the words in which the Premier 
of that day, as the hon. gentleman said, 
" practically and hurly,'' statoil hip policy, 
and 1 quite agree that it was so stated. Tiie 
h-on. member for South Durham continued: 
— " In some nf the minor details of that 
policy the hon. member for Cumberland has 
indicated more or less of change, but tho 
broad features of that policy were, as I have 
said, plainly stated to this countiy anterior 
to the late general election. The verdict of 
the country was taken upon it, and the result 
was a decided acceptance of it. It is not re- 
versible by us. We have no mandate to re- 
verse it. Upon the most eidarged consider- 
ation o: the rights of members of Parliament, 
I caniini conceive that we could have the 
right at all to listen to tho ap|ieal ol 
the hon. member for Cumberland and 
to enter into a consideration whether that 
policy, upon which the country's opinion was 
asked and takeu,aiid which opinion we were 
sent here to enforce, should be altogether re- 
versed. I do not consider It -wotild be wise 
for an instant to consider any such proposi- 
tion. I do not bislieve that any other policy 
ill its genemi effects than that which was so 
proposed ami so accepted is at all feasible." 
Now, sir, I ■\-e,ntured to say at the outset ot 
iny remarks, that we had tlie means of show- 
ing to tho House not only that Parliament, 
on botli these great occasions, had distihctly 
declared tho iiolicy of constructing the 
Cnuada Pacific Uailway, but that tiie jieople, 
as stated by the present leader of 
tlio Opposition, had given an iiflirmatlvo 
to that propositioi:, and had, as that 
hon. gentleman overred, put it without 
the power of this Parliament to change that 
policy. I must remind the House that the 
circumstances of the country were very dif- 
.•■orent in 1875 from tho circumstances of the 
country at the time at which the previous 
Government undertook the construction of 
the Canada Pacific Itaihvay,but, not withstand- 
ing that changed condition of circumstances, 
notwitEstanding that the lion, gentleman's 
Finance Minister was compelled to come to 
Parliament year after year and ask jieimis- 
sion to increase largely tho taxation of tho 
country, in order to meet the ordinary ex-j 
penditure, notwithstanding all this, the hon. 
gentleman held that the honor and good 
faith of the country were pledged to the con- 
struction of this great work, and he came to 
this House and asked the authority of Pat- 



erred in our earnest desire to show the peu 
pie of British Columbia that we are desirous 
ot keeping faith with them, that our speeches 
were uot more empty promises, and that we 
were resolved to place ourselves in a position 
they could not misunderstand." "Well, sir, in 
1877, after another year's experience, the hon 
gcatieman again Stated the policy that still 
was the policy of his Administration in 
fereiice to this work. He said: "Tho late 
Administration in entfring into the 
agreojient for bringing British Columbia 
into the confederation, had an express obli 
gation as to the building of the railway 
across the continent from Lake Nipissiii 
the east to the Pacilic Ocean on the west, 
within a specilicd unmlier of years. When 
the present Admiiistratioa acceiled to jiower, 
they teltthat this, like all treaty obligations, 
was one which imposed upon them certain 
duties of administrntion and government 
which they had no right to aoglect, and that 
they were bound to carry the scheme practi- 
cally into cfiTect to the extent that I havo in- 
dicated. Tho whole eflort of tlio Adminis- 
tration from that day to this has been 
directed to the accoiuplishmeut of this 
object in the way that would seem to 
be most jiractical and most available, con- 
sidering the difiiculties to be encountered 
and the cost to be incurred. • • • 'Phe 
Ilailway Act of 1871 provides that 20,000 
acres of land should be given absolutely as 
part consideration for the contract, and $10,- 

000 per mile of actual cash, the land to be 
subject to certain regulations astotwo-thinis 
of it which are provided for in the Act, and 
tliat tenderers should be invited to state tho 
additional sum, if any, upon which a guar- 
antee of 4 per cent should bo given by tho 
Dominion for 25 years afterwards. • • • 

1 mentioned last year, in introducing this 
item to the Committee Supply, that we had 
then advertiseil, or proposed to ndvertiso 
1 forget svlii-jli, in English and Canadian pa- 
pers, that we hoped, about January, 1877, 
to be able to advertise for tenders 
aud to supply complete profiles of tho line. 
• • • 1 thiuk, quite early in July, or ear. 
lier. I think it must have been in June. 
At all events, we desired to send that adver- 
tisement to the public in order that it might 
invite intending contractors to visit tlie 
country for tliemsolvcs. I was personally 
satisfied that an examination of the jirairie 
countries, if not the country ciist of the prai- 
ries to Lake Su[)erior, would show to intend- 
ing contractors, in tho lirst place, that tliere 
was a large quantity of good land, and, iu 
the second place, that the physical difiicul- 
ties to bo ovorconio were not so serious as 
people might reasonable anticipate to exi.st 
in the centre of the Continent. I do not 
think the advertisement produced very 
much of that particular result. Some 
parties,,! believe, have visited tho country ; 
the agents of some. English companies 
havo visited Ottawa ; some have visited the 
agency of tho Govcrnmont in London, with 
a view to exaniino the plans and profiles, 
and the Kailway Act under which tho con- 
tracts will be let ; but the season was an un- 
favorable one inconsequence of the difiicul- 
ties attending railway enterprise all through 
the world, and can perhajis, be fairly con- 
sidered as one not very fortunate for iHsuirg 
orproposing the prospectusof a huge enter- 
prise like this, in n comparatively nnkdowii 
■country, or I might Bay a wholly uhknowii 
country;. The Government were notable, as 
I stated, to have tho profiles all ready in 
January. They were, however, despatched 
in sections as soon as they could be 



completed, to tho Ilailway Oftice in 
London. They h.ive boon on exhibition in tho 
Kaihvay Ofiice hero" for many mouths, and 
the whole of the profiles from Lake Supe- 
rior to tho Western Ocean is, I presume, 
eitlier completed or very near it, at tho 
present moment; that is, taking the two 
routes already completed through British 
Columbia. The Government proposed, as 
soon as these are entirely completed, to havo 
advertisements issued, calling for oilers, 
giving ample time, so that tenders that aro 
received may be received shortly before tho 
opening of Parliament at its next session, in 
order that Parliament may have an opportu- 
nity of deciding upon whatever scheme may 
be then proposed l>y the Government under 
the oilers to bo received." So that, down to 
1878 tho House will seo the hon. gentlema^ 
still remained true to the obligation of the 
rapid construction of tho Canada Pacific 
Ilailway, and of its construction by tho 
agency of a private coinpaDy aud grant 
laud and money. 

BOTH PARTIES COU.\IITTKD TO CO.NSTRUCTION 

In 1878, the Inst occasion on which the hon 
gehtleman, with the niithority of the Prime 
Minister discussed the question; ho said: — 
"There can he no question of this: that if 
was in itself a desirable object to obtain rail- 
way communication from one end of tlie Do 
minion to the other, traversing tlie continent 
from east to west ; so far as the desirability 
of obtaining such a connection may bo con- 
cerned, there can bo no real difierenco of 
opinion between any two parties in this 
country or amongst any class of our popula- 
tion." Bg -hat I am very glad, on this im- 
portant occasion, in submitting resolutions 
of such magnitude for the consideration of 
this House to have the authority of tho leader 
of the late Government, after years of close 
ami careful examination of this question, 
given to the House and tho country, that it 
was a matter not only of vital importance to 
the country hut ujion which both parties 
were agreed not only in this House, but out- 
side of it. In 1878 the hon. gentleman also 
said : — " I have to say, in conclusion, that 
nothing has given myself and the Govern- 
nieiit nioro concern than the matters con- 
nected with thu Pacific Railway have given. 
We aro alivo to this consideration ; Tliat it 
is of vast importiiBce to the country that this 
rood should tie built as soon as the country 
is able to do it without imposing burdens 
upon the present rate-payers, which would ho 
intolerable." I quite agree with the hon. 
gentleman in that statement, and I am proud 
to be able to stand here to-day ami olTer for 
tlio hon. gentleman's considerations, and I 
trust, after full consideration, his support, a 
proposition that will secure to tlii.Si country 
the construction of that which he has declared 
to be not only a matter of honor, to which 
the country was bound, but a matter of tho 
deepest necessity to tho development of this 
country, upon terms that will notimpose any 
intoleiablo burden on thu rate-payers. 

Hon. filr. Mackk.szie — I shall consider it 
by-aiid-bye. 

Sir CiiAS. TcppER — Tho lion, gonlloman 
continued : — " On the other hand, it is toler- 
ably evident that the wealth of the country 
will he much more rapidly increased if 
we aro able to throw a largo population 
into those hitherto deserted plidns which 
contain so much land fit for habitation, and 
which havo been wholly unproductive in 
tho commercial interests of our country." 
Again, I invito the hon. gentleman's atten- 
tion to the obligation tliat rests Qpon' bim 
10 support a plan by which ivhat he de- 
signates "deserted plains" may become the 
abode of uii industrious population, not 
only furnishing a comfortable living to 
themselves and their families, but incrcjising 
greatly the national wealth of Canada, and 
mion terms whicli come quite within those 
which he has apfiroved as offering no 
obstacle to the progress of this work. Tho 
hou. gentleman added : "And so with regard 
to this western and more gigantic work, 
.a work which cannot bo estimated un- 
less wo have given, some thought to'. - 
such is its magnitude; a road which 
is four times the length of the Grand 
Trunk from Montreal to Sarnia, whichii 
five times tho length of tho road from 
Etlinburgh to London, which traverses our 
wliole territory. Nothing can possibly ex 
coed the importance that is to be attached to 
the building of such a gigantic work, either 
as regards tho ultimate prosperity of tho 
country or its bearing upon our several rela- 
tions to each other iu the united Provinces." 
It requires no comment of mine, sir, to cause 
a statement from such an authentic sourcu 
to carry conviction to tho mind of every hou. 
gentleman present as to the obligation that 
rests upon all iMirties, both in this House and 
out ot it, to realize what tho hon. gentlemau 
has indicated could be realized by the con- 
struction of this Svbrk. That, sir, as I havo 
.said before, was, tho hon. gentleman thinks 
no doubt unfortunately for tho country, the 
last occasion on which it became his duty to 
speak wit)-, ihu authority of tho First Minis- 
ter of Canada in relation to this great 
question. But, as tlio hou. gentleman slated, 
the ([iiestion of construction, tho question of 
the steady prosecution and completion of thu 
Canadian Pacific Uailway was not an issue 
that wont to the country at the last elections. 
That had been submitted on two occasions by 
two First Ministers, ropresonting both tho 
great parties of the country, and on both oc- 
casions had received the affirmation of a 
very largo majority of tho people. 



THE CIIA.NGK OF AUMIXISTRATION. 

But, as is well known, a change of Adminis- 
trutiou took place in 1878, audthehon.gentle- 
inan was again called upon to deal with the 
question. lie had that test of patriotism 

applied to him which is involved in consider- 
ing aiiolicy from the Opposition benches as 
well as from the Government benches, and I 
will read to tlie House the remarks which 
the hon. gentleman, as leader of the Opposi- 
tion, made to this House, after 
the change of Government in 1879. 
He said : " We rocopnizo tho obligations 
resting upon \\s as Canadians, and, while I 
assert, in the most positive manuer, that 
nothing could have been done by any Ad- 
ministration during our term of oiBce that we 
did not do, or try to do, in order to ac- 
complish, or realise those expectations which 
were generated by the Government of hon. 
gentlemen opposite, in their admission of 
British Columbia into the Coiifc'ileracy, I 
say, at the same time, that we eii(feavoured, 
not merely to keep the national obligations 
but we ventured, to a great extent, our own 
political existence as administrators; we 
risked our political position for the sake of 
carrying out to completion, in thtf'.best way 
possible, tho course which hon. gentle- 
man opposite had promised should 
be taken." The hon. gentleman al- 
so declared after his Ave years' term 
of ofiice had ended, that nothing that liad 
been in the power of thp Ministry, of which 
he was the head, to do, had been' left abdostt. 



to cany to anccesitul completion the policy, 
and to which his predecessors bad commit- 
ted the IIouBo ftnd tho country. Ho said; 
" Our propofiil was this : \Ve endeavored, in 
tho first place, to obtain soino modification 
of thu terniH. We despatched an a^ent to 
liritish Columbia, and l-ord Carnarvon ulti- 
mately olTered liis good services, in order to 
arrivB at some underBtandinf; with tiiat I'ro- 
vince; and wo reached tlie umlerstanding 
that we would endeavor to build a railway 
from Lake Superior to tho I'acitic Ocean by 
1890 ; that wo should expend a certain 
amount per annum in British Columbia, 
after the surveys were completed. and 
lino adopted. The line never was 
purveyed Biillicieiitly to enable 
to rea'rh that conclusion till last year, and, as 
noon as we had information sufficient to guide 
UR, we adopted the HiirrarO inlet route, and 
innuediatc-ly adverti«ctl for tcndoi-s for the 
construction ot that lino. Tiic hoii. tho 
Minister of Public Works has Bpoken of our 
departure from the former terms of tlie con- 
struction of this road. Now, what was this 
departure '.' Wo had precisely the same pro- 
vision of land, and equivalent as to money ; 
only, instead of $30,000,000, we named 
$10,000 ft mile, which would have amounte(l 
to §26,000,000, and two-thirds of the land 
was to bo controlled by tho Government in 
respect of .sales and management. Wu also 
then provided that, in asking for tenders, we 
should invite tenderers to say upon what 
u<lditional amount they would re(iuiro^ i 
guarantee of 1 per cent, for '.b ^years." Th 
hon. gentleman also proceeded to say : — 
" While we let our contracts between Thuu 
<lor Bay and Selliirk, with a view to get a 
road opened into that country, it was with tho 
determination to adopt this method, anil I ex- 
plained this several limes (lining niy 
administnUion. We intended, wlien we liad 
obtained full completion of the surveys, and 
finally adopted tho routu to tho ocean 
throuRh British Columbia, to endeavour to 
idaee the entire work from Lake Superior 
westward under contract— the contrftctoi;s as- 
suming the expenditure already incurred, 
. and allowing themselves to he charged with 
il as iiart ot the Sl",i)00 " '"''c to be paid to 
tlR'Ui on the coutiacts fur the entire line. Th 
lion, gentlemen opposite, and the wliol 
counti '•, are aware that we solicited tender 
in Kn'gland for scmuo months upon thi 
ground? before hon. gentlemen opposite came 
intooliice; also that Mr. Sandfonl Klemin 
the Chief Engineer, was instructed, while i 
London, to place himself in communication 
with contractors and financial men, and also 
to obtain the assistance of Sir John Uo 
who, in many things, had been the 
active, energetic and patriotic agent 
of tho Dominion, with a view 
the c!-.rrying out of thi.'i scheme 
1 nniv mention incidentally that 
while 1 entirely approve of all 
these efforts, the hon. gentleman was, I think 
never called upon to lay upon the table of 
the House any correspondence that tool- 
place between his Government and these 
capitalists and contractors, and winch did not 
result in their obtaining a contract. 
Uon. Mr. lh..\Ki:— Did he ever refu 



taken to carry at all events tho work un- 
der construction to completion, and so sup- 
plement it as to make it eflective for tho ob- 
jects for which it was designed. 



Sir CuAS. Tri'i'KU— He never was asked 
anything so utterly at variance with the tiist 
principles of government as to bring down 
correspondence that could bo attended with 
no possible benefit to the country, but bo 
extremely embarrassing to the Government 
in its operations. 

Hon. Mr. Blaki;— That is the true reason. 
Si^CnAS. Tci'i'Kii — I do not liesilate to say 
that a more unfortunate precedent in my 
judgment could not be set tlian for a Govern- 
ment to enter into negotiations with capital- 
ists to ascertain how far they could bo pre- 
pared to take up a great work and carry it to 
completion and then bring do^vn tho corre- 
spondence, which could only reflect on 
tho character and standing of the 
gentlemen interested, and render Kentleinon 
in future, in similar cases, cautious how far 
they would discuss negotiations with a Gov- 
ernment wliich would later give publicity to 
thoso negotiations. Tho hon. gentleman 
further said :— " But T am informed that, 
notwithstanding all our efforts, we signally 
fdled in obtaining one single olTer (tliero 
was ono imperfect offer made) for the con- 
struction of tho railroad on those terms, 
\fhich were tho grant of 20,000 acres and 
$10,000 cash, per mile, with a guarantee of I 
per cent npon such balance as might be re- 
presented as necessary. No terms could be 
more explicit ; it would bo ditiicult to men- 
tion terms more favorable, and yet tlio hon. 
gentleman seems to expect, by his speech, 
that tlio ( olonii-.ation scheme, with the 100,- 
000,000 instuad of the r)O,0rif),00O acres and 
S:i0,O00,000 current money, is somehow or 
otlier to succeed in getting the road built, 
lllsown remarks showed to-day that it is ut- 
terly useless at present for him to expect 
British railway contractors, or great 
financial firms to engage in any railroad 
enterprise on this continent. Much of this 
is due to the want of confidence which he 
tells us is experienced in financial circles in 
Britain, and a great deal is due to the unwise 
legislation in Canada and the Provinces with 
respect to railway lines, and to the fact that 
foreign capitalists have obtained little or no 
return for the money they have laid out in 
this country. I have made up niy mind long 
ago that it will lie exceedingly diliicult for a 
population of 1,000,111)0 so to conduct linan- 
cial transactions connected with tlie liuihl- 
ing of that railroad of 2,(3(10 miles, across an 
unknown and almost untrodden continent, in 
many places extremely diDicult. I frankly 
say now, aftcrmy expurience in en(l>;avoring 
to accomplish something in that direction 
that I fear we sluill be incapable of 
accomplishing anything in that direction at 
present. I need not say to tin 
ilousc that in what lie said and anticipated 
tlie hon. gentleman, I siijipose, was sincere, 
I suppose when ho made this utterance it 
was made in all frankness. The House will 
readily understand the gratification I 
petted to see spread over the lion, gcmtlo- 
man's ( ountcnaiice on learning lliat all tliat 
he l.'iineiitcd he had been unablii to accom- 
plish in the cflicial position he occupied in the 
House, his successors were in a position to 
jiresent for the consideration of the House. 1 
frankly concede, and in doing so 1 only do 
justioo to the sincere, able and energetic 
efforts of the hon. gentleman, that ho did all 
that lay in his power during his term of 
administration to put this great work uiion 
the foundation ujion which Parliament on 
two separate occasions, and the ]ieople, had 
alHrmed it should bo placed, namely, that the 
work should be done tiy a private company, 
aided by grants of land and money. l!ut, 
sir, the hon. gentleman stated on another 
occasion that "it would have been very easy 
to commence to grade the road and so keeji 
within the terms of tho Union Act. But I 
scorned to practise any deception in the 
matter." I assume, throughout, that the 
hon. gentleman was acting with en- 
tire sincerity, that in all those state- 
ments made to tho House as to his 
great desire to advance tliis great national 
woilt, ho was giving candid utterance to his 
sincere opinion to the opinion that, whether 
^;ltiIlg on.one side of lae House or the otliiu-, 
!■ ■would bo prepared to y've an eiinally 
yift ous anil hearty support to fliis policy. 
Hut in 1878 there was a general election, 
tho result being that my Bight hon. friend 
was again charged with tho important 
duty of administering tho public af- 
fairs of this country, und again brought 
face (o face with this great work. We 
fourJ ourselves then calhd upon to deal 
Willi H work upon which a huge amount of 
jiuldic money liad been expended, and in a 
way that would prove utterly useless. to the 
CUUJ1I17, unless measures were promptly 



A SKW POLICY NOT I'OSSniLE. 

Wo, therefore, were not in a position to effect 
any change of policy, as hon. gentlemen op- 
posite will see, hut we came to Parliament to 
reatlirm tlio policy of utilizing the lands of the 
Northwest for tho purpose of obtaining the 
construction of that vast work. There was 
every reason in tho world why wo should 
adopt that policy in tho hrst instance, and 
return to it afterwards. Every peison 
knows that tho development of this great 
territory was concerned in this gigantic 
undertaking, and that, irrcsiiective of the 
i^uestion of tho connection of British Colum- 
bia, the progress and prosperity, of Canada 
were to bo promoted by the construction of 
tho Railway. We also telt that inasmuch as 
thoso lands were, us tho lender of tho late 
Govenunent truly stated, desert lands, not- 
withstanding their fertility and enormous 
extent, and practically as useless as it in a 
foreign country, so far as Canada was con- 
cerned, unless they were developed, and, as 
it was stated their development could only 
bo accomplished by completing tliis 
great national work, wo should come 
back to tho House with our orig- 
inal policy. Wo were compelled 
to take it up as wo found it, and go on with 
it as a Government work, and make the work 
upon which so much had already been ex- 
pended of uso to tho country. Wo asked the 
House to place at our disposal 100,000,000 of 
acres for tho purpose of covering the expen- 
diture in connection with the railway. We 
felt that by that means wo should obtain 
tho means of recouping to tho Treasury 
every dollar expended on this work. Hon, 
gentlemen also know that we proposed to 
obtain the co-operation of the Imperial Gov- 
erniuent, 'I'lie hon. leader of the Cpposi- 
tiou occasionally indulges in a cpiict sneer 
at the result of the ellorts of lliis Govern- 
ment to interest the luiperial Government 
in this enterprise. Now, it is verv well 
known that, armed by this House with the 
power of utilising 100,000,000 acres in the 
Northwest, if they could so secure tho con- 
struction Of the Canadian I'acitic 
Railway, my right hon. friend tho 
First Minister, tho Minister of Finance 
and myself went to England in 1870. 
I do not intend to lay claim to any 
great results from our mission as regards the 
railway, but I think 1 may claim credit for a 
fair measure of success that attended our 
efforts, if not our joint ellorts, in regard to 
the business ot our respective depiirtmeuts. 
AVo found tho press of England 
indilVerent, if not hostile, to Can- 
ada. Very suddenly, however, a very 
striking, a very marked change took place, 
when Earl Beaconsfiold. tho I'riiuo Minister 
of that day, stated openly and in public, the 
enormous value of tho great Northwest of 
Canada. I do not mean to say he was 
entirely accurate in all his statements, 
hut at nil events he was entirely accurate in 
the remark that the most lively imagination 
coulil hardly over-estimate tlie enormous 
value of the great Northwest, and the invit- 
ing character of the field it laesented to the 
agriculturalists of every part ol the world, 
Krom that day to this every person knows 
the marked and instantaneous nature of tho 
change that took place in English public 
opinion, and in tho amount of attention and 
interest concentrated in tho Northwest. The 
people of this country owe to my right hon 
friend this great, beneficial change, brought 
about through bis personal communication 
with the Prime Minister of" England

Sir Charles Tcppeb— My right hon. friend 
says he rows in the same boat as ^ve. I inav 
say I am satisfied of this: That all the in'- 
terest he can excite in the sporting world 
gives Canada greater importance in England. 
I statea a moment ago, that iu 187<J Parlia- 
ment placed at our tlisposal 1,000,000 acres 
of land and f have already intimated that we 
were not able witii that grant to arrange for 
any complete scheme for tho rapid construc- 
tion of the railway. In 1880 wo again met 
Hio House, and we met it with tho same 
policy wo adopted tlie year before, which was 
to fulUl the obligations devolved upon us 
through tho acts of our predecessors. 
Although wo had not propounded the policy 
of carrying on this work by the Government, 
wo took up the work as we found it. We 
placed under contract tho 127 miles of road 
which the leader of the late Government 1 
had announded it as his intention to build, 
whicli he had assured the people of British 
Columbia he intended to build, and which 
under the terms with Lord Carnarvon, he 
was bound to place under contract. When 
we met Parliament with the statement that 
we were going on with this woik, I think wo 
scarcely met with the amount of aid and co- 
operation from gentlemen rjpposito to which 
we were entitled I do not wish to say any- 
thing that would seem harsh to any gentle- 
man on tho other side of the House, bat I 
really do not think tho attitude which the 
Opposition ossumed towards this Govern- 
ment, when wo were only carrying out the 
pledges which they themselves had given 
over their signatures as Ministers, by their 
votes in Parliament, and by their declarations 
of policy in this House, in the 
country and to the Imporial Gov- 
eriiment, was Justifiable. As wo were only 
carrying out, what they i)r()posecl, 
^^■>'' 'I'^d a right to expect to be 
met in a manner ditl'erent from that in 
which wo wore mot by them.

Hon. gentlemen know wo were thou obliged 
to confess we wore not able to bring to com 
pletion any great scher.ie for the construc- 
tion of tho railway. I venture to say w 
thought we made some impression on th 
Imperial Goverument while in England, 
think luy hon. friend the leader of the Ojipo- 
sition, who has sneered at our statement 
that wo had obtained tho sympathy of tlu 
English Government in relation to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, will find a strong 
corroboration of our assertion in the intelli- 
gence received to-day with regard to tho ac- 
tion of that Government. Tho Colonial 
OiHcohave done what they never did before: 
published autlioratatively a document i-ecom- 
mumling Canada as a field for emigration. 
(Cheers,) I do not know ^^ hctlier the hon, 
gentleman (Mr. lilake) has suen the news 
to-day or not, but I am quite sure that as a 
patriotic Can.adian he will be glad to learn 
that the London Times announces the 
Imperial Government has promised to bring 
down a scheme of emigration, assisted by tho 
Canadian Government. So the hon. gentle- 
man may fool he is not quite in a position to 
repent, what I on rather afraid was to him a 
gratifying intimation, that the present Cana- 
dian Government had entirely failed in their 
negotiations. 

Hon. Mr. Blake. — Allow mo to remind 
my hon. friend that the present Imperial 
Government is Mr. Gladstone's. and Uie Gov- 
ernment with which he and his c(dleaguis 
had interviews with tho licaconslield Govern- 
lu cut. 

Sir f'u.vs. Tct'PKU. — My hon. friend will 
permit mo to point out to him that ho is 
strengtliening my argument. From this v. rv 
place Inst session, 1 stated that iiisteail of 
this Government feeling anxious in consc- 
rjuence of tho change of Governmunt 
in Kngland, we were advised and wero of the 
belief that the sentiments of the members of 
the new Ministry wero of the most liberal 
diameter in relation to Canada. .My hon, 
frionii will also permit me to inform him 
that since the advent of the Lihcral fiovcrn- 
nient to power the Right Hon. the Premier, 
my hon. friend the .Minister of Agriculture 
and myself have heen in jK-rsonal communi- 
cation with a number of members of the 
present Administration, and have iuiiiressed 
upon their minds tho importance to the Kin- 
piie, of the Government of Great Britain 
giving due attention to tho resources 
of tho great Canadian Northwest, so 
that I do not think my hon. friend 
1ms made a great deal by his sug- 
gestion. I frankly confess thnt in 1879 the 
time was not ripe for successfully Moating the 
scheme in connection with the hundred mil- 
lion acres of land, but we sowed the seed, 
and we kept our eyes steadily directed to 
such means by whicli the condition of Can- 
ada might be greatly changed in relation to 
the work. My hon. friend the Minister of 
[Agriculture has 
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and perhaps tho most happy stroke of genius 
ever shown by any Minister was that which he 
exhibited when he adopted the policy of 
showing the confidence the Government of 
Canada had in their own country, by stating 
that jiartios with means, desirous of emigra- 
ting to this country, might select able and 
independent delegates to come hero and ex- 
amine this country, ami that the Government 
of Canada wonhl pay their expenses, it 
would bo utterly inipwssiblo to estimate tlie 
advantage which has accrued to Canada by 
that single act. The whole sentiment of 
Great Britain in relation to this country has 
undorgono a complete change, and when wo 
went hack to England at the conclusion of 
tho last session of Parliament, we found that 
Canada occupied in tho Mother Country an 
entirely differant position from that which it 
occupied a j'ear before. 

Hon. Mr. Macicenzie— On Eanlan's ac- 
count. 

Sir CiiAiiLEs Tl'I'i'er — Hanlnn is an agency 
that I do not at all despise 
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rho leader of the Opposition moved, 
and in making this motion ho sub- 
mitted a resolution diifctly in an- 
hagonism to tho policy of the Goveriiitieiit 
which he sni)porteil, ami to his own reconk-d 
mteraiu es on the lloor oi this house, that wu 
should break faith with British Columbia 
and with Lord Carnarvon, ami that we should 
give, 1 was going to say, tho lio to Lord 
Dutlerin, who stated on his honor as a man 
that every particle of tho terms ofHgreement 
with British C'oluiubift Were ia a state of 
literal fulfilment. The result of themoving 
of this resolution was to place on 
the records of Parliament a vote 
ot 131 to 49 that good faith should be kept 
with British Columbia, hut that we owed it 
to Canada to take up this work and prosecute 
it in such a way as wo believed was abso- 
lutely necessary in order to bring it within 
such limits as would enable us to revert to 
the original jiolicy of building tho road by 
means of a company aided by 
lanil and money ; and hnd we not jilaced 
that section under contract in British Colum- 
bia, had wo not vigorously prosecuted the 
185 miles wanted to complete tho lino be- 
tween Lake Superior and Red Itiver, we 
would not have been able to stand here to- 
day laying before tho House the best propo- 
sal fur the construction of the road that has 
ever been made to this Parilomeut. (Cheers ) 
Well, sir, 1 will give in conclu- 
sion tho utteranco of tho lion, 
tho leader of thu late Government at 

tho last session of Parliament. He said: 

"I shall not for a moment deny that wo in- 
tended to carry out the terms of the arrange- 
ment with Lord Carnarvon, and nothing but 
the want of means would have prevented us 
from acconiplisliing that object, an object 
which could not but be desirable tc any one 
who wishetl to see our trade extended.' 
Not merely that tho obligation under the 
Carnarvon terms, but that tho interests of 
the country rendered it desirable that the 
policy should bo carried out. " No ono who 
looked to the desirable extension of our busi- 
ness across the continent could avoid seeing 
that if such an extension could possilily be 
obtained without too great sacrifice it would 
in itself be desirable." 

SirJou.N A. AMACtio.Vir.ii — Who said that',' 
Sin CiiAHi.r.s Turi'Kii — Tho leader of the 
late Oovernnieiit at the last session of Par- 
liament. The hon. gentleman further said : 
"Our policy wa.s this : We bclieve.l that the 
Pai ific Kailway was undertaken as a great 
national highway from one end of tho Do- 
minion to the other, and that whatever ter- 
mination wo makoof it, near Lake Nipissing, 
it must bo placed in connection with some 
other lines, and wo provided for paying a 
subsidy to some connecting lines east of 
Georgian Bay. Our object was to have, as 
speedily as jiossible, a railway from tho 
waters of the Georgian Bay, to have a con- 
nection with the guebeo lines through tho 
Canada Central, as a connecting medium." 
* • * ''Our plan would form a through 
line to tho Ottawa Valley, notably and 
notoriously tho shortest line to the east from 
our western territories. Hon. gentlemen oji- 
posite have given up all the ad vantages that 
the Province of ijuebec and tho Provinces 
east of that would have derived from our 
plan, and the I'resideiit of the '^ouncil is not 
apparently at all disposed to hi cheering 
himself because be adopted ilus course; 
he deliberately injured his own Province, 
and now laughs at the injury he has done, ' 
The lion, geiitlenian \vill be \-eiy 
glad to liiid th.-it the President of tlie Couii- 
cil, who on this side of the House iiivaiialdy 
pressed i n the slioiiirest terms the proseculii.n 
of the eastern link with the Canadian 
Pacilic Kailway, is able now to cheer himself 
not only upon the attainment of the line to 
Georgian Bay, but on the steady prosecution 
of a line connecting tho great provinces of 
Quebec and Untnrio and all the eastern pro- 
vinces, by the shortest and most available 
moans with the tortile territories of the 
Northwest. Tho lion, leader of the Opposi- 
tion has indulged, as is his wont, in a good 
many sneers on this subject. He taunted 
our Quebec friends on this side of tho House 
with having been left out in thec(dd, and 
with having been sacriliced. 1 trust, sir, 
that now tluKo geutlemen. are in a position 
to receivo these taunts with a good deal of 
equanimity, they will find the hon. gentleman 
as ready to consider what the interests of this 
great eastern sectiDn of the country are, as 
ho was when he supposed that they hail not 
obtained the justice which ho thought they 
were entitled to receive at our hands. The 
hon. leader of tho late Government said ho 
was miller tho imiiressio'n that he had done 
for Quebec everything reasonable and proper, 
per, and he was quite willing to contrast it 
with what hon. gentleiiion opposite find 
done. He asserted that their plan promised 
well for tho prospect.'? of the great cities of 
tho St. Lawrence. He confessed that after 
hon. gentlemen opposite had committed 
them.solvesjto tho building of this road, the 
late Government were bound, as tiieir succes- 
sors, to give eflfect to tho plan if possible, 
and they tried their best to do so. Their 
niodilication of this plan was nil in favor of 
parties temleriiig. I have stated to the 
House tliat tlie modifications of the plan of

It was because tho position of this 
country was such for live years as to make it 
imptissiblo for hon. gentlemen to obtain any 
oilers in that direction ; and, sir, when, under 
1 the intlnences to which 1 have adverted, the 
w hole tone of the press of England changed, 
when a large body of ])eople, the lie.^t class 
of eiiiigrauts that can coiik; to this country, 
flowed ill, alive with exeiteiiient with refer- 
ence to the Canadian Northwest (hear, hear 
and applause), when, sir, :i niovement, such 
as never previously took place, ivas occupy- 
ing tho attention of capitalists as 
emigrants in England with relation to the 
Canadian Northwest, and when, under the 
fiscal policy propounded to this House by 
my hon. friend'the Minister of Finance, tho 
whole financial position of this country was 
changed, wln'ii commercial [irosj^erity had 
again, under the iiilluence of that eliange 
in the fiscal policy, dawned upon Canada 
(eheers); I -.ay, sir, when the Government 
of Canada weii; able to presentthemselves to 
capittilists inthis country or the United States 
or in England, and show not that year after 
year thoy had to meet ParllaiHcnt with an 
alarming deficit, and were unable to provide 
for it, and were adding from year to year to 
the accumulating inilebtedncss of the coun- 
try, not for the prosecution of public works 
that wore going to give an impetus to our 
industries, bat merely to enable tho ordinary 
expenditure of the country to be met, — when 
that all this was changed, the aspect of 
affairs in relation to this work was changed.

which railway construction in private hands 
could bo carried on, but it showed tho value 
of tho prairie lands in tho Northwest and tho 
extent to which they could be made valuable 
for the construction of such lines.

The Gov- 
ernment proposed to complete the line from 
Thunder Bay to Red River ; wo proposeil to 
conii)li!te tho contracts thnt were placed in 
British Columbia, in tho cascade of tho Fmser 
Kiver, and to carry on the line, for it was an 
absurdity for the terminus of tbo Canada I'a- 
eifu: Railway to bo at a place where there 
was only a depth of three feet of water, 
however advi.sable it might be for a ti'ui- 
porary jmrposo. Wo proposed to complete 
ultimately 90 miles long of a lino from 
Emory's Bar, to bo constructed <lown to the 
tidewater at Port .Moody, the harbor selected 
by the hon. gentlemen opposite as the bett 
terminus for the (,"aiiadian Pacilic ll.iilway. 
We are always ready and preimred to give 
all thocredit and praise tliiit we possibly 
give to our Iriends oi>iiosilo, and weevil 
it by the adoption ot tho place which tbo 
hon. gentlemen in their wisdom had clioseu 
as the terminus. 

Hon. Mr. Blake — Yes, you said that it was 
premature.

Then 
it goes on to say :— " Or the [iroceeds of the 
land at the rate of 20,000 acres and cash 
at the rate of SIO,000 tor each milu of 
railway constructed, together with interest 
at the rate of 4 per cent, for 25 years from 
the completion of the work, on any flirther 
sum which may bo stipulated In the con- 
tract, and the Act requires parties tendering 
to state in their offers tho lowest sum, il any, 
per mile upon which such interest will be 
required." That was the tender sent out, 
the advertisement that was luiblished all 
over the world, in Great Britain, in tliis coun- 
try and, I presume, in the United St.ates, and 
to which no response was nindo. I believe, 
under the circumstances to which 1 linvo ad- 
verted, that the time had coino when we 
might deal with this matter from a better 
position. I will frankly state to tho House 
that ono of tho causes that led to the great 
change in the public Konttinoub in relation 
to the value of the lands in the Northwest 
and of railway enterpiiso was the wonderful 
success that was published to the world as 
having resulted from the syndinite who had 
puicliased tho .St. Paul, Minneapolis .t Mani- 
toba Huilwny and become the proprietors of 
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which has been crowned with success. By 
placiiigourselves in communication with par- 
ties who were likely to make any proiiositions, 
we have the pleasure now of laying before 
the House a proposition to which initscliar- 
aetui- and details I shall invite iiioru 
closely the attention (d the House in coiii- 
liariso'n with the jiroposal ]irevionsly iinide. 
1 have stated to the House that the contract 
whicli is now laid upon the table, and whicli 
this resolution asks thu House to adoiit, 
secures the completion and the operation 
hereafter of the Canada Pacific Railway by a 
private comptt'iy, aided by a grant of money 
and londs npon tho most tavoruble terras that 
have ever been submitcd to this House, or 
that have ever been provided by any person 
in this country for the purpose of socuring 
that ol.je'ct, 1 will give the data and tho 
delinite informulion tor the grounds nn 
which I base that shitment. 1 may state 
that I have had a careful estimate pre|iared 
ami have laid it upon tho table, of the amount 
of money required to complete all tlie road 
now under contract and thoso portions of 
tho road that are to be constructeil by the 
Government, and it amounts in round figures 
to $28,000,000. 

Hon. Mr. Blake— Is that inclusive of all 
that lins heen spent? 

Sir CiiAiii.Ks Ti pper— It is every dollar of 
expeuiliture th.-d will come out of the Treas- 
ury of (.'anada for tho existing contracts and 
for the completion of tho roiiil that is to be 
built by the (ioveriiment. 

Hon, Mr lii.Ai;i: — .\re these lignres intend- 
ed to represent the total cost of these woiks, 
imdiiding what has been siu iif,' 

SirCiiAS. Ti.'PPKii — Every dollar of expen- 
diture. II, will ho remeuibrred that a ye;ir 
ago 1 made some remarks in this House, 
and 1 am told that soinu hon. getilleinen 
would like to have copies of the speecli 
thnt I made on that occasion. 1 can only 
say that so far as the limited supply in my 
ha-jids will enable me, 1 shall be very glad to 
comiily with their wish, heoause I am not at 
all unwilling that they should rend, mark 
learn and inwarilly digest J^its content-i, and 
hold mo lesiionsihle for them. 

Hon. Mr. Blake — I thought 1 had heard 
much of this before. 
tSir CiiAS. TuPPER — The hon. geutleman 
says that ho has heard it before, but I have 
mainly occupied tho attention of tho House 
with the more eloquent and able statements 
of tho hon. gentleman opposite. I thought 
I had done liim some justice, but after that 
reminder I will give the Housedirectly some 
I'urther stutemenls which he will uniloubted- 
ly receive with more pleasure than auvtliing 
of a more original cliaiacler. I may say 
to the House that we subniittcd to the 
House the ostiinato of the chief engineer. It 
was published in a pamiihlet which was used 
in the debate. The hon. gentleman, a short 
time ago, repeated the words I used in regard 
to the character of the road, by stating thot 
it wns n degraded road. That was literally 
and specifically correct, for' 1 stated to tho 
House that in the position tho Government 
then wero with this gigantic work in hand, 
obliged to deal with it ns a Government 
work, we felt compelled, after constructing 
the road to the Keil Kiver as a lirst-class 
road, which we had carried out in accoidance 
with tho speeiticatioiis and plans id' my hon. 
friend opposite, to cany tho road across tlie 
prairie, of tho very cheapest descriution of 
road that would answer for tho business of 
the couritry, and he in tho first instance a 
colonization road. The House will remem- 
ber that that estimate wns for 58^,000,000, for 
the Work done in tho mode iu which we 
juoposed to (Seal with it. That included 
880,000,000 as tho portion of money required 
for the road and tho money expended upojj 
surveys. 

Hon. Mr. Blake— Docs the $3-1,000,000 in- 
clude that? 
Sir C11A8. Tdppbe — I'es, the $84,000,000 in- 
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tho §28,000,000— eovera all tho money 
that has been spent up to the present 
time, and all the money that iu our 
judgment, in the light of the work 
'hat is now jiroceeding, will be reqiiireil to 
complete it as required by the contract on the 
table. 

Hon. .Mr. Anqlln— Tho Valo-Kamlcops 

.s.jetion',' 

Sir CiiAiii.ns Tt ri'i;R— The Valo-Kamloops 
.se-clion and everything. I have already 
.stated that tho amount that is put la for 
engineering, apart from tho construction, is 
$1,000,000, und I draw that as adislinciion 1 
between the $3,000,000 extending over the 
range of tho Conada Pacific lliul waj general- | 
ly, and which has no relation whatever to the | 
cost of this particuhir work that wo are now ' 
haniliijg over, as they have no relation in 
this sense, that they do not appertiun to the 
construction of thai particular work. 

Hon. Mr. Blake— They wero part of the 
expense of finding the route on which the 
road was to bo built, and therefore p 
cost of it. 

Sir CiiAS. TuPPKli— If tho hon. gontloman 
will look at the Canadian Pacific Railway 
.\ct of 137-1 of Ids hon. friend .Mr. .Mackenzie 
ho will find that it distinctly states that tliose 
surveys are not necessarily to bo paid ior by 
the jiarties entering into the contract. 

Hon. Mr. Mackk.szie — It says that is a 
matter to be provided for lifter tho contract 
is entered into. 

bir CiiAS. Tui'PKU — 1 stated frankly that 
the laws provided that it might or might not 
be a charge on the contractors, but when it 
was left in that way il was not likely to be a 
charge on them, 

Hon. -Mr. Mackicnzik— U is a charge on the 
country at all events. 

.•51r CuAn. Turpi;!!- 'J'liis estimate "•hich 
has been laid upon the table does not include 
tho cost for surveys that a year ago 1 sepa- 
rated from the $30,000,000 required for the 
Canada Pacilic Railway, but it does include 
all the other expenditures, as we believetbat 
it had been made, and all that will bo in- 
volved in order to bring that work to com- 
pletion. I will now draw attention to tho 
estimates of tho contract ns laid on tho table 
of the House. The estimated distance, and 
the distance which is contracted for and 
winch i.s binding on the contractors, is 2,027 
miles, and 1 may slate that, suppose tho con- 
tractors were to change tho route, supiiose 
thoy were to go north of Lake Nepigou in- 
stead of south of it, and add fifty miles to the 
length of the road, they would not recoiveau 
additional dollar over tmd above tho amount 
stated in the contract. 

Sir alhsbt Smitu — Suppose they shorten 
it? , 

Sir CiiAs. TuppER — If they shorten it I shall 
be very glad to find that they do, and they 
will receive the amount stated in the con- 
tnict il they do. Wo have chained the route 
as I say, and the distance is d't'l miles, 
but it is not very easy to locate a 
railway for construction quite as sliort as the 
chained distance. I think that will be 
readily understood, 1 will now take up in 
the contract all these propositions in the 
order in which they have been laid on tho 
table in this ilouso, the order iu which they 
have been voted by this Parliament.

I will take up the proposition of 1873, theau- 
thority that Parliament gave to the then 
Government to secure the construction of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway, it was a cash 
subsidy of S'!0, 000,000 for'the 2,027 miles (I 
am puttiuK the mileage upon the present 
route for the purpose of eontrast), and, the 
land grant of ."iO,000,OOU acres, — 20,000 acres 
per mile for the Pembina branch, making 1,- 
700,000 actos, and 25,000 acres ])er mile on 
120 miles for tlio Nepigon branch, making 
:i,0uii.000 iu;res ; so that Parliament iu 1872 
voted 54,700,000 acres. If you estimate the 
land at some particular value for the purpose 
of compari-jon. — 

Hon. Mr. Blake — Hear, hear. 
Sir CiiAS. Tl-ppei! — Gall it one dollar per 
acre, and I am sure that, unbelieving as my 
lion, friend the leader of the Opposition is, 
and wanting in conlidcnce as he has iiidiiceil 
the hMiiler of the Government to become 
in the viihu^ of these lanils, 1 am almost sure 
that, with the help of the C'loln:, I could work 
them up to tho belief that these lands are 
worth a dollar an acre. 1 despair of getting 
them further than that, even with that jio- 
teut assistiince, but I hope to bring them up 
to the belief that those lands are worth a 
dollar nn acre. For purposes of comparison, 
then, wo will call it worth a dollar an acre. 
This Parliament voted 111 land and money a 
subsidy of SS 1,700,000, ami placed it at tho 
disposal of tho Government for tho construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacihe Kailway. How 
has that proposition been treated? Why, sir, 
as I have stated, a company was formed, a 
contract was made with them, under tho 
terms of which they were clothed with all 
the powers and means that wo could give 
the:.! to command the money markets of the 
world, and they could not do it. 

Hon. Mr. AxGLi.N- — I thought it wns he who 
spoiled it. 

Sir CuARLES TuppER — The hon. leader of 
the late Government has ever since poured 
unlimited riilicitle on that proposition. He 
has always considered those terms inadequa to 
to secure tliocouslriiction of the great I'aci- 
lic Railway. Tho hon. gentleman on the 
platform, in :ny presence, tleclared that wo 
might as welfoiVer SIO as g.'fO, 000,000 and 
50,000,000 acres of land to secure tho Cana- 
dian Pacilic Railway. From that ihiy to 
this — not quite to this, but until a few 
months ago— until the contract was made, 
every person in this country had boon led to 
believe (our own friends as well as our oji- 
poiients) that the hou. gentloman was right ; 
that those terms were inadequate, and thu 
experience of our Government and the 
subsequent five years of tlio lato .Adminis- 
tration hiid gone to prove that they wero in- 
adequate; and tlie hon. gtiitleman will find 
that last year, when I was in extremi.-, when 
I was met by lion, gentlemen ojqiosite, rais- 
ing a hue and cry that we were^oing to ruin 
this country by tho construction of the 
Canodian.Paoific Bailway, and tbe necessity

It says that on this 
2,i'.'i miles, including the main lino und 
braiK hes, lie gut voted not bv estimate but 
by authority of a statute to use ,?10,000 per 
mile tur that distance, which is $27,970,000, 
and he gut authority to give 20,000 acres of 
land lor every mile of that distuiae, which 
aniountotl to 55,010,100 acres. 

Hon. Jlr. Blake- Not on every mile, 
v.ueii loe ''"' <-'"A»tES Tltper— Ou ovciy mile, iis tho 
art of tho ' iV ^""'■''-'mau will see by tho Act of 1871. 

Hon. Mr. Blakk— 1 thought the l oiitiact 
for the Georgian Bay branch was not based 
on a land subsidy at all. 

Sir CiiAiii.Es TfppKU— This was -Mr. Fos- 
ter's contract, wliieh gave 20,000 acres of 
land, ami if the land could not be got along 
tho line, it was to bo taken anywhere else in 
the Dominion. 

Hon. Mr. JIacke.nzie — We do not own tho 
land there at all. 

Sir CiiAULKs Tupper— It had to be got in 
tho Northwest. 

Hon. Mr. Mackeszie — That is perfectly 
woll known. 

Sir C11A111.KS TuppBH — ^The contract make» 
it a doubtful question whether it could bo 
obtaiuetl from the province of Ontario or not. 
AC that time the hon. geutleman had some 
hopes of acting on tho tense of justice of tno 
province of Ontario, and he might have ob- 
tained some laud from them. 

Hon. Mr. Macke.vzie— Formal application 
was made. 

Sir CiiAULES TcppER- Yes, but not success- 
fully ; that Act also provides tor four per 
cent, on such additional amount as would be 
required by the contractors in order 
to build the road. The hon. gentle- 
man published his advertisement for si.x: 
montlis without getting any response. Now, 
how shall wo arrive nt the amount that wan 
to be paid, in comparison with the other con- 
tract ? There is a very satisfactory mode. 
The hon. gentleman let the contract for 85 
miles, .and although I am prepared to admit 
that that portion of the road is iikui: difficult 
of construction than a great deal of tho Pa- 
cilic Kailway, still the hon. gentleman will 
not deny that it is a very fair average. 
Mr. JIackk.szik — I lio. 

Sir CiiAiu.Ks Tui'i-Kii — Thou, sir, I have lost 
contldence in the hon. gentleman altogether. 
Has the hon. gentleman forgotten tjint when 
the Foster contract wns cancelled, and we 
stated that ho Was not as wise in letting this 
contract as he might have been, lie scooted 
the idea, and said there was nodifliculty what- 
ever, and that the contract was not abandoned 
for any such reason as was alleged, 

Mr. Mackk.nzii; — 1 could only state what 
tho Engineers stated. 

Sir Charles TcppkiT— I have no doubt, 
when the hon. gentleman made that state- 
ment, ho believed it to ho the truth. If tho 
hon. gentleman will look at the line north of 
Lake Superior and examine the character ot 
a considerable portion of It, and then exa- 
mine the character of tho line from the can- 
yons of the Eraser River or from the foot ot 
the Rocky Mountains and thence to Kam- 
loops, lOmory's Bar and on to Burrard Inlet, 
I think ho will agree that the Georgian Bay 
branch is a fair average of tho whole lino. 
When tho hon. gentleman advertised he 
obt-.iiied a tender from Mr. Muusoii, of ]!os- 
ton, at four per cent on S7,50(i, while tiio 
I'ostor tender was four percent on S12,5oO, 
and the other tenders weio vastly beyond 
that sum, .Mr. .p'ostor became jios- 
sossod of tho lowest tender — that is, Mr. 
Munson's ; a contract was made "with him, 
and that contract I have in my hand. Yon 
will find that if provides for paying Mr. 
Foster §10,000 in cash por mile, 20,000 
acres of land per mile, and four per cent for 
25 years on §7,500. But I must remind tho 
House that after Air. Foster had gone to 
Now York and exhausted every elVort ho 
could make in England, ho found he conid 
not get a capitalist in the world to invest a 
dollar in his ciuitract.; so that when I tako 
that contract as a fair average of tho cost to 
ho added to tho amount for which the hon. 
gentleman liiu! authority from Pnrlinraent 
to use, I think I hnvo taken nn averigo 
whieh every business man will admit is a 
moderate ono. The interest, at lour per 
cent, on $7,500 is $800 a year per mile, and 
adding that to tho amount I have stated, 
and on the 2,977 miles we have $20,077,600. 

Hon. Mr. BiiKE— Why do you capltalizo 
that sum ? 

Sir CiiAs. Topper — I don't capitali/ic at all, 
but it would linvo ho paid in money as 
the other is pa;d. Let tho hon. gentleman 
apply that jM-iiiciple to this .'525,000,000 wo 
1 aru to pay the Syildicafo, and he will find 
I that it iiicaus a very much less sum too. Tho 
hon. gentleman will lied that by the terms 
under which Parliament in 1874 authorized 
the lute Government to secure the construe 
I tion of tho Pacifto. Bailway, the amount to 
he paid in cash was $48,947,500, which, with 
55,9 10,000 acres of land at $1 per acre, would 
make .'S104i887,S00 the lowest amount, ns tho 
hon. gentleman must admit, which could re- 
jireseut accurately the amount to be expend- 
ed upon that scliemo. 

It being six o'clock the Speaker left tho 
chair. 

A ITER RECE.SS. 
Sir CiiAS. Tt;ppEn, resuming, said : — Mr. 
Chairman, when the roceSS'tooK place I was 
dealing with the question of the amo.unt 
that Parliament had placed at the disposal 
of my lion, friend the then leader of tho 
Govern ment for tho construction of the Cano- 
dian Pacific Railway, and I find, sir, that I 
have made a slight mistake, which I tnke tho 
earliest opportunity of correcting. I said 
the distance trom Nipissing to -Burrard Inlet 
was 2,G27- miles; I^must add" forty- 'mil eis 
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to that distance, making so much 
greater Uie atnownt which, nfttT 
the elections of lS7-t, Parliament [iliiceil iit 
the disiios.'il of the leader of thi! Government 
for the conBtruction of the ruilw.-iy, heciiuso 
you will rcinoiuber tlie then Guvcriimeiit lo- 
cated the- terniiiiu.s of the railway, i;ot at tlio 
Calleniliir Ktation, where it is now and where 
it was lirst located hy tliu fornuT Ciovorn- 
ment, but 10 miles routh of that point. 
Therefore, under that act the hon. gentle- 
man wo\ild not only have been obligeil to 
spend $104,887,500 at the lowest coniputa- 
tion, but to provide for the construction on 
tho same terms, of 40 miles moiu tolii ini;| 
the railway down to the terminus us located 
by the then Government.' That will add 
S 100,000 in cash, $300,000 in money ut four 
per cent, on ST, .^00 per mile for 25 years, and 
S-'<OU,ooo in land at a dollar an acre, or §1,500,- 
1)00 annually to make tlio estimate strictly 
correct. Now, sir, having shown that Parlia- 
ment had placed nt tlio disposal of 
the Government ot my Kight lion, 
friend (Sir John Macdonalil) in 
1872 §8-1, 700,000 for the construction 
ot the worl;, that Parliament had placed 
?10-1, 687,500 nt the disposal of the leader of 
the Government in 1874, to which wo must 
add the §1, 500,000 to which I have just re- 
ferred, I now come to

ivhir h i.s laid on tlic table of the House for its 
■• consiiliTation, for a portion of the line from 
Fort William to Selkirk, 410 ndlcs, the 
Pembiua branch, 85 mileB, and a portion Ironi 
Kamloops to Burrord Inlet, 21 T miles, all of 
which, amounting to 712 miles, when the 
whoJo lino is completed, is to be handed 
over as the property of the Oompany. I'he 
total amount o.^pended and to be expended 
by the Government, including everytliir)!r. is 
S-8,0O0,UO0. 'I'lie Government have 
"greed to Ji.iy in addition to tlie 
f-S,0U0,0O0, $J5,000,000 and 'J'),0U0,- 
OOO acres of land, making a total 
subsidy in cash of 553,000,000, and in linul, 
estimating the :'5,()0U,0UU acres at the same 
rate tlmt 1 have estimated t!ie land under tlie 
contract of lS7:iand under the Act of 1871, at 
Si an acre, o(S2j, 000,000, or a total amount of 
578,000,000. I think, sir, warranting the 
Btatemeut with which I commenced my re- 
marks, tliat those terms are trreatly below 
any terms that have previously been sanc- 
tioned by Parliament. Tho matter then 
stands thus: under the contract of 187:i 
581,700,000: under the contract of 1S7-1 
§10 1,887,500, with 51,500,000 added to bring 
the road down to the point at wliich 
under tliat act it was to be commenced ; 
under tlie coutiact of 1880, now laid 
on the table of the House, §78,000,0(10. 
Now, sir, let me draw tliu attention of the 
House for a moment, in order to show that 
in takinir tho Foster contract as the base of 
calculation as to what the cost under the Act 
of 1874 would have been, if it could have 
been accomplished at all, it was a reasonable 
estimate, an estimate, in fact, below the 
mark, to the words of the lender of tho late 
Government with reference to the chiinicter 
of that section. The hon. gentleman said, 
as will be fouiid in tho J/dihninl o{ 1870:— 
"Because he woukl probably refer to thi.s 
matter at aiiotlier lime in the House, he 
would now simply say this : that what was 
published in many ncwKp.ipcrs as to engi- 
neering diOiculties encouutereti in this rehi- 
tion w;i.i entirely fallacious, ^.'o dillicnltv 
had been experienced in obtaining the 
grade that was rerpiired in tho original cou- 
tiact, the gradient not exceeding 20 feet per 
mile fur the country eastward and 62 for the 
country westward. In only two places was 
there any difHuulty in securing these gra- 
dients ; these the engineers assure mo can 
easily bo overcome. The explorations in the 
Immediate vicinity of French river show that 
tho lino traver.sea a rocky though not hilly 
country." This shows that I lia\e ground 
from the opiniom; of the lion, gentleman, for 
my statement that that would be a fair esti- 
mate. 



THE VALCK OP TUB LAND. 

I will now draw tho attention of tho hon. 
gentlemou opposite to niy authority with re- 
ference to the terms. This may be neces- 
Siiry, as tho position now taken by tho Op- 
position, as may be assumed from that tjiken 
by the Globe,\a that it is idle to talk about 
estlmatiug tho land at Si per acre, when 
everyone knew it was worth ?2 per acre. 
Well, I shall be only too glad if that can 
be established, but it will not do for the 
leader of tho Opposition or the leader of 
the Government to meet on that ground, 
and I will sliow you why I draw the atten- 
tion of the committee to tlie statement m:ule 
by the leader of the Opiiosition (Sir. lihike), 
when we were discussing tlio Foster con- 
tract, and I had ventured to value the land 
at 52 an acre. That was in 1875, and the 
hon. gentleman will liud his remarks on 
page 541 of the Hamard. The hon. gentleman 
said in reference to that point : — It is an en- 
tirely absurd calculation to say that these 1 ,- 
700,000 are worth $2 an acre to this country. 
Even valuing them at $1 an acre would 
in my judgment be an exces.«ive valuation." 
Then the leader of the hite Government 
gave his opinion on tho subject ; the hon. 
ireiitleniaii said; — "I do not phice their 
value at S5 an acre; 1 wish I could say that 
they were worth 51 an acre." lint wliatever 
the value may be, I am conlident 1 express 
tho views of the committee when I sav that 
whatever value may be obtained for them 
over SI per acre, and I hope it will be great- 
ly over that rate, will he obtained not in 
their present position, but In consequence 
of the construction of the Ganaila Pacilic 
Railway. In 1879 the hon. gentleman said: 
— " I do not un<lerstand why the hon. gentle- 
man anticipates a larger revenue from the 
lauds to be sold, because it is absolutely in- 
dispensable, in order to induce settlers to go 
into the country, that We should fuinish 
them with the lands free of charge. Does 
the hon. gentleman imagine that settlers will 
go to the Northwest and buy lands at S'i an 
acre when there are millions of acres of land 
offered for nothing in the L'liited Status?" 

Sir Joii.f A. SUcno.sAi.i) — Hear, hear. 

Sir CliAHi.KS Tui'ri:ii — If we are able to 
mako these lands worth 5- an acre, we will 
do it by the agency now proposed to con- 
struct the railway by the expenditure BHked 
for the purpose of ensuring its construction. 
Till! leader of the late Government also said : 
— ■' We must, therefore, make up our uiiuils 
if »-e are to settle that country, it will be 
done only at tho expenditure of a large 
amount of money to aitl settlers on going in 
and giving them land free after they get in. 
That is my conviction, ff the hon. gentle- 
man's expectation should be realized of get- 
ting $2 per acre for those 100,000 acres, 1 
will confess to him that I have been utterly 
mistaken in my ideas upon this sub- 
ject." So much for the value of the 
lands. Now, sir, as to the cost oftbeworlc. 
I have estimated the lands a §1 per :icre, 
Vint I will assume for thu sake of meeting 
riie present views of the hon. gentleiiuui 
oi'posite half way, that they will be 
worth SU an acre, and we will see 
then how the account will stand as between 
hon. gentlemen an.! ourselves, how far n:y 
statement with which I opened this discus- 
sion will bo boriio out. If you value the 
lands ut .Si.) per aero, the contract of 1873, 
founded upon the offer to secnre tho construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway to the

Ajiplying the s:ime principle to the Act of 
187-1, it will show $132,857,500 placedatthe 
<li.-posal of the (.iovernment of my hon. friend 
(ippposife f.ir securing the construction (jf the 
road. Placing the lands at $1.50 an acre, 
histiuuoauc We have laid, ou the table shuwK 



a total of 500,500,000. If we go tho whole 
length the Globe asks, and I do not sjiy"it is 
unreasonable, and assume those lands to be 
worth, after the construction of tho road, 5'-' 
an acre, the account stands thus as be- 
tween these various proposals : — The 
proposition of ISTS placed at the 
dispo.<!al of tho I > vemment lands at 
52 an acre worth 5139,400,000. At 
the same estimate the value of the hinds 
placed at tho disposal of tho late Govern- 
ment was 51 00,825,500. The present propo. 
sition at 52 an acre reaches a total of only 
Slo:!,000,000, or less tb.an the amount at 51 
an acre placed at (he tlispo.'sal of the late Gov- 
ernment by Parliament. I think this state- 
ment ouglit to bo tolerably satisfiictory. I 
will now give hon. gentlemen opposite an 
authority as to the cost of this work about | 
to be undertaken that I think they will bo 
compelled to accept. On the r2th ol ilay, 
1874, Mr. Mackenzie .said: — "From that 
point westward it is quite clear that there is 
no moans of rapid communicatidn except by 
building (i milwar. and this por- 
tion in British Columbia alone would 
take $35,000,000, anti from tho point 
which Mr. Fleming calculates as the 
centre of tho Itocky Jlountains, eastward 
to the junction with navigation, would prob- 
ably be 5100,000,000 or something like 
that." There is an estimate from the leailer 
of the late Government, the then .Minister of 
Public Works, and subniittcv.1 to Parliament 
on the authority of his own engineers with 
all the judgnieiit and experience that could 
bo brought to bear upon it, that $100,000,000 
would be required for the road from Lake 
Superior nt Thunder Bay to the Pacific 
Ocean, and yet the present proposition 
secures the construction of tho entire road 
within ten years from the 1st of .luly next 
from Lake Nippissing to liurrard Inlet at a 
cost to the country at the es- 
timate hon.' gentleman opposite placed on 
tho lands, of §78,000,000. 

Tin: VIEWS OK mr. macke.nzie in Powr.i!. 

One would have supposed tho member 
for Lanibtou would luive stood aghast at 
such an estimate as 51U0, 000,000 for the jjor- 
tion of the road mentioned, and would have 
abandoned it as beyond the resources of 
Canada, iiut standing as the Prime Minis- 
ter, and weighted with tlm reHpou^lliinty 
which rests on such a high ollicer, he felt he 
must not shrink from his duty and he stated 
as to tho section in British Columbia, that 
would cost 535,000,000, " Wo propose to pro- 
ceed with it as rapidly as wo are able to ob- 
tain 11 completion of surveys." He also pro- 
posed to expend $100,000,000 if necessary to 
connet.-t the waters of Lake Superior with 
the tidal waters of the I'acilic. The leader 

of the late (iovernment also said : " \Ve 

frankly recognize the failure of the attempt 
to give a lietitious value to lands 
in order (o get Knglish capitalists 
to take up the railway, but we also hankly 
confess the nece.s.sily of building the railway 
by direct money subsidies or a combined 
svKteni of giving both money and land." 
The hon. gentleman gallantly "performed his 
duty, und did not shrink from the respon- 
sibility, arduous and responsible as was his 
position. Ho said :— " We propose to give 
510,000 per mile, njul a grant the same as 
that proposed by the late Government of 
20,000 acres, and wo invite intending coni- 
petitors to state the amount for v.hieli tliev 
will require the guarantee ut •! per cent in 
order to pi v(i ihum iTiial they may deem H 
sulHcient sum wherewith to build the road. 
We know (hat some think 310,000 per mile 
and 20,000 acres of land, supposing they 
realize on an average $1 an acre, will not 
build the road. It would more than build it 
in some parts, but from end to end 
it is evident it will not build it. The Inter- 
colonial Kailw.ay will cost about $45,000 a 
mile traversing on the whole a very (wvor- 
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pay it.i running expenses. Mr. Fleming esti- 
mates these at not less than 58,000,000 per 
annum, ami they have still further to be sup- 
plemented by the proportion of money re- 
quired each year to renew tho road. It is 
known, moreo\T-r, to railway authorities that, 
considering the diflicultics of climate, and 
with the ordinary traffic, the road will require 
renewal, by sleepers and rails every eight 
or ten years on an average." First, we would 
pay $100,000,000 to build the road, next 
53,000,000 annually to operate it, subject to the 
deduction of whatever traftic the road 
received, und thiriUy, we would have 
to renew sleepers ancl rails every eight 
years unless we used steel rails. This is the 
Jileasant picture which the lion, gentleinan 
liimself drew for the consideration of the 
House and country, and now it appears h,) 
hesitates to secure the construction and op- 
eration of this roud forever at u cost of $78,- 
000,000. Uy hon. friend the leader ot the 
Opposition, no longer than a year of^o was 
good enough to give the House his opinion 
as to the cost of this road and tho liability 
that would be incurred, and I invito his at- 
tention to his own estimate, as he then gave 
it. He said : — " Again, of course, the through 
trallic dejiends on the roiul being lirst-class, 
and we must remember that after we have 
spent all the hon. .Minister proposes, we shall 
have not a I'acilic, but a colonization ro;id. 
According to the old system of construc- 
tion, that central section would cost 
including the other items 1 have mentioned, 
altogether over 542,500,000, leaving out en- 
tirely both ends. What are the ends focost ? 
543,000,000 is, as I have stated, tho cost from 
Kdmonton to Burrard Inlet on the west, and 
from Fort William to Nipissing on tho east. 
The hon. member for Lambton estimates it 
at a length of about G50 miles and a cost of 
5o2, 5011, 000 ; thus the ends make nii toge- 
ther 57 7,0011 00(1, the centre and the past ex- 
penditure 5 12,500,01)0, making a total of 
5120,000, Ouu. ' .Viid yet the hull, geiitleniaii 
is startled aud a.^(llllluled, and exhiliits (he 
most wonderlul alarm when be' limls a pro- 
|)osal laid on tho table of the House to secure 
(he construction of all that work, which at 
the cheapest rate was according to him to 
cost 5120,000,000, for §78,000,000. And 
the hon. gentleman proceeded to say that 
"besides this enormous c.xpenditnreto which 
ho had referred and this agiegate ho did not 
know how many millions, interest on, which 
would be si. X millions a year, they had to 
consider running expenses which .Mr, Flem- 
ing estimated at eight millions, und whicli 
his hon. friend estimated at the gross sum 
I of 50,750,000 a year lor (he whole line, or 
' 51,5(10,000 a year froiu l''i.u-t 'Wiliiam to the 
I'acilic, Ut course against this sum was to 
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ablo country. Tho Northern Pacitic Uailw 
in the accounts published by tho Company, 
has cost, so far as it has been carried, tli,tt i,s 
to lied Iliver, §47,000 or 518,000 jier'niile in 
round numbers. That road traverses almost 
wh(dly a prairie region, ea.sily accessible,and 
where materials were easily found, and is al- 
together quite ii.s favorable as the most fa- 
vorable spot of any jiart of our territories, 
with this advantage, that it was much nearer 
to producers of supplies than any portion of 
our line excej)t that on tho immediate bor- 
ders of lakes. The Central Pacitic we will 
not touch, as tho cost of that road was so 
enormous as not to atlord any giiidp at all, 
beciinse ot the extraordinary amonnt ot lob- 
bing c-onnectcd with it, but judging from' the 
cost of our own railways, we hat'e reason to 
sui>pose it will not be possible to construct 
this line from end to end at a less price than 
510,000 per mile, and it may exceed that by 
several thousands ot dollars. Parts ot it 
will of course exceed that very much, though 
on the whole of .sections east of the llocky 
Mountains something in the neighborhood 
of that ligure will cover the outlay," The 
leader of the late Government further stated 
that the road could not be ouilt as a com- 
mercial enterprise, and expressed a desire 
that the gentlemen who undertook that re- 
sponsibility should show him how it was 
possible to construct n railway 2,S00 miles 
long with a population of four millions, pass- 
ing during almost its entire length through 
an uninhabit^!(l auimtry, and for a still great- 
er portion of its length through a country of 
a very rough character. 1. am gliid the time 
has (•(uno when, in response to the hon. gen- 
tleman, we are in a itosition to show him how 
that gigantic work (an be accomplished and 
upon teimsmore favorable than any the innst 
sanguine |ierson in this country ventured to 
luck for, and I ask the lion, gentleman not 
to lorgi^t, now that he is sitting on (be Oppo- 
sition benches, that in estimating the cost as 
a .Minister he felt he would not be doing his 
duty if he did not draw the attention ol the 
I louse to the tact that wlion this road is con- 
structed 
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will not be discharged but just commen- 
cing. The hon. gontlenian went on to say :— 
"Supposing it only takes the minimum 
amount estimated by Mr. Sandford Fleming, 
5100,000,000, you have a pretty good appre- 
ciation of what it would cost the country, in 
the end, When )-ou double the debt of the 
country you will not be able to accomplish 
the borrowing of tho sum of money that 
would be ret)uircd to build the road, p;iying 
the attendant e.qienses of management anil 
the debt and everything else connected with 
it." The hon. gentlemen opposite last session 
also enforced very stronglv on c;:r 
attention tho fact that if w'e went on 
with this work as a Government work 
aud stood [iledged in the face of the , 
country and of the linaiicial world to an ex- 
penditure of eighty to a hundred million dol- 
lars for the constritotion of tho railway, wo 
could hardly be surprised if it increased the 
costot money we were obliged to borrow in 
the money markets of the world. He said :-- 

If you add six percent, upon the minimum 
amount to the existing oljligaticms of the 
country, you will have in addition to our 
(irescnt annual burdens six millions of dol- 
lars, which, adiied together, wnuld nuike a 
continuous application of twelve millions of 
dollars before yiiii have a cent to ai)plv to 
tli« ordinary business of the country.'' A 
rather startling ground for the hon. gentle- 
man to take, but one which commended it- 
self to all those who listened to 
the htm. gentleman's address. The 
hon. member for Larabton continued :— 

Then we come to the consideration of what 
would be, the position of tho road after it 
was completed. We have .Mr. Fleming's au- 
thority, that until at lea.-t three million peo- 
ple are drawn into that uninhabited coiinLry, 
It is aui't' imposBible to expect the , road to 
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,'t receipts \vhu'h in some sections per- 
haps would meet expenditures, but in the 
early days, if not for a long time, he believeil 
the road would have to be run at a loss. ' 1 
know that this is an authority for wliich the 
leader of the Opposition has most profound 
respect (cheers and laughterj and I trust 
that in submitting such criticisniH, as 
in the interests of the country 
great meiusure of this kind 
to receive, the hon. gentleiiiaii wi 
sight of the position he took in 
our projiosal twi lve months ago. 1 will 
again revert to the criticism with relation to 
the cost, of a more valuable character 
(han that of the leader of the Oiipositioii. 
No person l)erhaps esteems the hon, gentle- 
mans ability eertainlv as a special pleader, 
higher than 1 myself, or liis general judg- 
uient when ho gives ijuestions tho fair, can- 
did unbiassed examination which a question 
like this deserves, biit does not always le- 
cei ve. 
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will give the House an oiiinioii 
estimate more highly than that of 
■ of the OpiKi.^ition, and that is the 
opiiiiun of the gentleman who for live years 
as leader of the (iovernment ot this coimtrv 
dealt with this great quoftion, and was 
daily and liouily conversant with all its de- 
tail.s.l mean the leader of tho lategoverHimuil. 
After all his experience, and after the ex- 
perience of a year in opposition as well as of 
live years of administration, he undertook to 
give to the House hla osiiumto as to w hat tlie 
road would cost, and I frankly confess that 1 
am not for a inomeut disposed to question 
the value of his judgment. He said:— "I 
will lake the descriiition of the engineers 
themselves as to the character of the work 
njion the sevend sections from Fort William 
to Selkirk, and carry out ligiires else\vlioro 
ontliesnme descri |itinn. .Suveiilv miles were 
described as he:ivy, 220 miles moderate, ancl 
114 mileslight; aud, in order to reach the 
518,000,000, which the engineers had recent- 
ly estimated, they would have to take the 
seventy miles of heavy work at $75, 000 |ier 
mile; tho 220 miles oi' imideriite at 
5:10,000, and the 1 14 light at 520,000, making 
altogether, with the rolling stock valued at 
5l,05i;,0O0, 518,000,000, From Selkirk to 
liattleford, the first 112 miles are descri bed as 
light, which, with the rails, fencing, etc, 
might lie estimated a( 511,000 per mile, or 
5,i,000 less than the I'eiiibina liranch ; and 
the second 100 miles I have taken and cal- 
culated as to the mat'jrials furnished by .Mr. 
ilarcus Smith, and I do not believe that any 
gradient can bo obtained on that section 
to build the road at loss than §20,000 
per mile." Subsequent events have thrown 
l>erhaps a good deal of light on the tenders 
sent in and contracts undertaken. No 
ju-ogress was made on the contract, as the 
boil, gentleman knows, and judgment which 
the liiMi. gentleman has given as to cost, had 
thereby leceived very .■otisiderable conlir- 
inalion. He finther said: " Wi' have in 
some miles a iiuaritity of :t0,00o cubic 
y.irds of earth to move, and all grades steep, 
only kept lil'ty-three feet to the mile, many 
of them are lifty-three feet. The average of 
excavation is 10,000 cubiis yards per mile. 
We have, in siiort, 1,000,000 yards of earth to 
move which, at the lowest price per yard 
tditained on other roads, say twenty-live 
cents on the average, this of itself will cost 

? 100,000, ..This was 

almost the exact value of the earth work 
alone, leaving nothing for bri.lges, tics, rails, 
building fences, and olher items." • * • 
I.'roni the end of the second 
hundred miles to Dattleford we have 
377 miles. 'Phis is not any heavier ou 
the whole. There are some more formidable 
bridges, but the lino is further oiT for the 
carriage of the rails. I place that section at 
$2 1,000 per mile." I draw the attention of 
the hon. gentleman to this now, in connec- 
tion with the amount proposed to be paid 
under this contract for the contfal secti..;i 
As I have stated, opinions which the Iimi, 
gent'eman has formed after long cx[ierien e, 
as to the lowest amountat which it could be 
constriioted, are entitled to very great con- 
sideration. 

Mon. Mr. .Mackf.nzik — You did not give 
much attention to them a year ago. 

Sir CiiAiir.i;.s Tui'pkm— The hon. gentleman 
says I did not give mucdi attention to them a 
year ago, but loolced at in the light of suliso- 
(luent events, 1 am disposed to admit that 
there is n groat deal in tho argu- 
ment of the hon. gentleman. He again 
.said :— " Then from liattleford to Edmon- 
ton, it is reported by tho engineers as 
thirteen miles very heavy ; this I estimate 
at $00,000 a mile, being 510,000 less than the 
other heavy work east of Selkirk." I hope 
that when the hon. gentleman has criticised 
the amount which we jiropose to jiay in the 
central section, he will not forget that it 
covers l;j milus, which he estimates at 
500,000 a mile, 510,000 less than for the 
heavy work east of Selkirk. Still further'— 
•" Forly-uine miles more of the line classed 
OS modurateiy heavy. I put it at $30,000 per 



,-5,000, with ninety-eight miles of light 
work at $20,000 per mile, which makes for 
this section altogether an average of $27,000 
per mile." The hou, ^entleiiiau said we have 
constructed the lino from Pembina to Sel- 
kirk, 85 miles. This is a pruirie, and a most 
favorable region, and ho stilted that the 
amount I submitted on estimate last 
year was §1,(30,00(1 for tho Pembjna hrancb, 
but that included more than my estimate 
now includes lor the Peinbilia branch, and 
for the reason, us hon. gentlemen w ill see, 
the heavy expemliture charged to that 
branch for worknliojis, rolling stock, etc., 
will now devolve upon the compiiiiy, and 
conserpiently now reduce the estimate to 
.51 ,500,000. 

Hon. .Mr. .Macki;nzie — Give us a detail of 

the reductions. 

Sir CuAS. TLiU'tii — All 1 can say is, that I 
took the estimate ol the engineer, charging 
what was fairly chargeable to that road — 
buildings in connection with its operation — 
and tlio amount of the Pembina branch was 
therefore placed at §1,750,000. Wo now 
reiluco that by §250,000, because, as 1 
say, tho exiiendituro wo would have 
had to muko immediately iti connec- 
tion with the work now devolves 
upon the syndicate under the contract, 
lliit the llou.se will see that, according to 
the estimate which I laid on tho t;iblc last 
year and whicli the boll, gentleman thought 
altogether below the mark, the Pembina 
branch, a piiuric \\i)<: from eml to end, with 
no very heavy bridging, according to my 
own estimate last year was over $20,000 a 
mile, but when it is handed over to the 
Syndicate, $17,270 a mile. The hon, gentle- 
man cautiuuod : — " This would make 
tlio entire cost of the road west 
of Lake Superior, including §1,4 10,- 
000 for the Canada Central subsidy, 
5100,000 for the Selkirk bridge, and 5'.iO0,- 
(KIO f<;r euginrering on !,'.)li) miles, 58'.l 1)02.- 
(100. " Niiw, there is his opinion. 1 have 
shown (he opinion (d' (he hon. leader of the 
Uiiposidon that this work, for which we 
have shown this contract a.-ks I'lirliaineiit In 
place at our dispo.sal 5'-5, 000,000, according 
to the estimate of the leader of the Opposi- 
tion a year ago was to cost 5120,000,000, 
aiul acconliiig to the estimate, tlie more ma^ 
tare ami reduced estimate of hon. gentleman 
best (lualilied to judge on that side of the 
House, was to cost this country §89,002,000 
in cash. There was no question of land. We 
were dealing with tho lower estimate of the 
cost ill cash taken out of tho treasury of Ca- 
nada, and tho estimate of the hon. lender of 
the 0|iponition was in round iiuinbers $00,- 
000,000. lint I am wrong. 1 am doing the 
hon. genii email a great iniustii e. The case is a 
great deal stronger. 1 am not able to show- 
there is a diversity of oiiiiiioli between the 
hon. gentlemen. I lind that they worked it 
pretty nearly to the same iigure. I was leav- 
ing uiil that section noi th of Luke Superior, 
but the lion, member from Lambton brings 
that in and shows that west of Lake Superior 
from Thunder Bay to tho Pacific the lowest 
that wu could build it for was §30,- 
000,000 in cash. Let us see wliat 
he says about the railway to the 
head of Lake Superior: — "While from Fort 
William to ^'ipis^iIlg, G50 miles, eslimating 
the ciist at $50,000 jier mile, would make it 
$:)2, 500,000, or a total of 5121,700,000." So 
that these geutleinen are not open to (he 
challenge that on a great joiblic ques- 
tion tiieir estimates dilVer, after care- 
ful consideration, weighing well the 
responsibility of placing before the 
House statements that were cautious, judi- 
cious and safe, upon which the people of 
this country could safely base their esti- 
mates, both of theso gentlemen agreed a 
year ago to build the Cnnoda Pacific llail- 
way with money borrowed for the imrpose 
and expended in cash; the correct i:s(iimite 
that this railway from Lake Nipissing to 
Port Moody, liurrard Inlet, could be accoin- 
lilished for was 5120,000,0000 10 $121,700,- 
000, The hou, gentleman continued: ''It 
will be observed, if we apply the figures as 
1 apply them, that is calculating the expen- 
diture east of lied Kiver between Lake 
Suiierior and Selkirk, that it would be im- 
possible to obtain the same character of road 
as to gradients and curvaturn for less 
than I have estimated, 1 am sure 
I am within the line in stating 
these figures, and that it would be imiiossible 
to construct anything that could be called a 
railway, anything better tlian a tramway for 
less." That amount was §84,000,000, and yet 
it was only to be n tramway, and the only 
jiossible means of getting a line that could 
bi; called a railway was by an expenditure of 
§121,900,000, He continues :—" The hon. 
Minister of Hallways thinks it matters little 
what grades we have west of Winiii[ieg. He 
thinks it will sufiice for trallic. 1 observe 
that the chief engineer, with his usual 
caution, does not speak of it as the Canadian 
i'acilic ilailway at all ; he speaks of it as a 
( olonization roail, and it is only that. The 
hon. Minister of lliiilways who is entitled 
to the credit or discredit of this 
plan of degrading the railway into 
a track that will not be fit for heavy traffic." 
1 am thankful for small favors, and I 
am willing to take tho credit or dis- 
creilil of having stated frankly to the House 
that my idea was not to obtain a lirst class 
railway, but the cheapest description of road 
dial woulil answer for c.d.mization puriioses. 
1 have given (he House the eslimad: of the 
two hon, gentlemen, and 1 should be wanting 
very much in niyduty to the House if 1 di.l 
not sho.v them that that lion, gentleman 
himself did not regard the construction of 
the Canada Pacific Ilailway as no very light 
matter, and held very much tho views and 
oiiinions of his two hon. colleagues, 
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Sir I'uchard Cartwriglit, in 187>l, in his budget 
speech, said : — "In order rightly to under- 
stan.l the extent of the burden wi 
would be requireil to take uikui ourselves fo- 
the construction of tlie Canadian Pacilic Ilail- 
way, it must be remembered that tho lowos' 
estimate for building this rond to the Pacifi> 
is something over §100,000,000, and this, toe 
on the cupposition Hint n very much longe 
time would] bo given for construction. Now 
Mr. Chairman, 1 spoke before recess of tin 
e.\peuse arising from the working of the In 
tercohmial Kailwayand other riilways of tin 
Doiniuioii, cliielly in the .Maritime I'rovincea 
The ilelieiencies resulting from theso Bonrccp 
amount to the extraordinary sum of about 
$1,250,000. I desiro to call the special atten- 
tion of the House toa fact which must be clear 
10 every hon. gentleman that these railways 
run for the most ptirt through a country which 
has boon settled for the last 50 or 00 years. 
1 cannot refer, of coarse, to the tact that theso 
railways ontivil such an enormous expendi- 
ture without its becoming apparent to the 
House that the cost ot maintaining a railway 
nearly :!,000 miles in length, pa.ssing througli 
a country almost entirely uninhabited, must 
of necessity be very much greater. For a 
long time after the construction of the vail- 
way an enormous chaige must he entailed to 
keep the line in full working onler and good 
repair, and this fact must bo Ktciidily kept 
sight of in considering the real character id' 
the project." I trust I have given to the 
House sulHcient evidence to sliow not only 
that tlio proposition which we 
have tho honor to submit for the 
approval of Parliament is one entitled to 
their f.ivorable consideration, not only that 
it is greatly within the amount voted by Ibis 
House in 187:i, iiml siilisequontly in 1874, 
the construction of the Canudian Pacilic 
Ilailway, but that it is a contract based upon 
figures low as compared with those whieii 
these hon. irentlemen opposite, after nil the 
experience that .they had bad io connection 



with this great work, regarded as altogether 
insufficient for its construction, without re- 
ference to the provision of a siiigh> .hd- 
lar for the purpose of seeurily of the 
ojieration of (he ro:id afterwards, 
I trust 1 have given to the House suilicieiit 
evidence to show not only that the proposal 
which I have the honor to submit to Carlia- 
meiit is fitted to their favorable consideraiion, 
not only that it is greatly within tlio amount 
voted by tliis House in 1871! and subsequent- 
ly in 1874 for tho couslrui tion sf the Cana- 
dian Pacilic Uailway, but that it is a contract 
based upon figures which, compared with 
those whieli hon, gentlemen opjiosife after 
all their experience in connection with this 
work regarded as altogether insuflicient for 
its construction, are far more favorable to 
this country. 

A WEinUTY REapONSiniLITV, 

Now, I am bound to say I never felt 
more grateful to Parliament in my 
life than when, notwithstanding the startling 
statements made by these hon. gentlemen, this 
House placed 100,000,000 acres at the dis- 
posal of this Government for the pur- 
[loso of constructing the Cimadian Pacific 
Ilailway. I knew that every intelligent 
gentleman in theHotise and out of it regard- 
ed that measure as of vital importance to 
the country; 1 know they felt it was a cluty 
\ve owed to the country to get along with 
this great work, notwitstaudiug the enor- 
mous liability involved, and notwithstand- 
ing the enormous tlemaiuls made upon the 
Treasury of the country; 1 knew that, 
obliged as we were to some extent to act 
upon the best judgment we couUl form, but 
to act exiierimenlally, 1 liiiew it was a great 
demand to mako upon Parliament lor the 
Government to a.sk, for powers to proceed 
with this great work, but wo felt that, inas- 
much as the construction ot this road was 
required to develop the great Northwest, in- 
asmuch us it was absolutely necessary to 
make tliat country what it could be made 
and to increase the population and resourci s 
of the whole Uuminiun, that we were wai niiit- 
ed in acting upon the (lolicy that lands 
otherwise Useless shouhl be utilized for 
the jjurpose of construction. The House 
can understand that we felt fully the re- 
sponsibility of asking for this enormous 
amount of public money to be expended, but 
feeling as wedid that when we hud construct- 
ed the work from end to end and were really 
to operate it, tho still heavier responsibility 
rested upon the country ot providing the 
means of successfully operating that road, for 
no man could shut out of sight the serious 
responsibility that the oiieration of J, 000 
miles of railway through such a country 
would entail, ilut Parliament felt that the , 
construction of this roail was absolutely 
necessary to the development of Canada, and 
they generously gave to the Governinent the 
iissistani'e we asked for. l!ut they did it 
'iniler the conviclbui that we intended to 
ap|ily those lands in tiich a way as 
would ultimately secure the people of 
the older provinces against taxation for 
the purpose of constructing the railway. 
The Governinent were sensible of this gener- 
ous fiioling on the part ot their supporters in 
this House in sustaining us, notwithsland- 
ing the fear anil the alarm that il was sought 
to create in thi.i House by hon. gentlemen 
oiiposite, when they found themselves in a 
liiisition to criticise the very measure lor 
whii.'h they had asked the lloiLse to give 
them the power of carrying ittbrinigli. 1 say 
the House can understaiul the pleasure witli 
which we mectthe people of Canada through 
their representafives to-night, and are en- 
abled to say to them that by the means 
w hich wo were authorized to use for the con- 
struction of this work, that we are in a jio- 
sition to state not only that the entire con- 
struction from end to end, but that the re- 
sponsibility of operating it hereafter is to be 
(aken oiT the shoulders of the Canadian Uo\'- 
ernmcnt, in consideration of some- 
thing like the cost to the country 
of 52,000,000 per annum, not commencing 
now, however, but that will bo the 
ultimate cost, nssuiiiing that we have to |)ay 
for over interest on all the money the syiuli- 
cate will obtain under this contract. Whe.x 
we are in a position not only to show that, 
but to show that out of the 100,000,000 acres 
of land that Parliament placeil two years ago 
at <.ur disposal, we have 75,000,000 acres left 
w itii which to meet the $2,000,000 of expemli- 
ture, and that expenditure will be diminished 
until at no distant day we will not only have 
the proud satisfaction of seeing Canada as- 
sume an advanced and triumphant position, 
but that she will be relieved from tho expen- 
diture of a singlo dollar in connection with 
tlie construction or operation of this railway.

at the criticisms that have been bestowed 
up.ui the jiroposition we are submitting to 
Parliament. Nothing has given more conli- 
dencu in tho soundness of our posi- 
tion and the imprcgnahlo attitude we 
occupy in Parliament, or out of it, 
than the criticisms to which this sclieme bus 
been subjected by tho press, so far as I have 
seen. First I may speak of the Ottawa Ciri- 
zen. I find that in tho criticisms of that 
pajier, to which, at all events, we were enti- 
tled to look fora lair and dispassionate crili- 
cism, the eilitor of that paper has evidently 
handed over his eilitoi ial < (dumns not (Uily 
to a liuslile hand, but to a disingenuous 
writer, who was not tvilling to put facts fairly 
liefore the country, and this strengthens me 
in my conviction of the soundness of the 
proposition we are submitting to Parliament. 
If that contract contained objectionable fea- 
tures to whinh tho attention of Parliament 
might be called, and that wore sufficmnt to 
condemn it, whore was tho necessity of the 
|ierson who wrote the criticism in the Cili:''n, 
for mistaiing every clause of the contract 
that lie commented upon, from beginning to 
end? I say iiodiing has more strengthened 
my conviction of the soundness of this mea- 
sure, whether it waii the Ottawa Citizen, from 
which 1 had hoped better things, 01 
from the Free Pref.i, from which 1 did no' 
expect any different treatment, or the Globe 
newspaper of Toronto ; and whch I take up 
these papers and find that in every criticism 
every singlo ground of attack is based upon 
mistatenients of what the contract c.mt.-uns, 
1 am confirmed in my opinion th;it they 
I'bund that contrnct unimpeachable, and 
that u f.ur aud candid criticism would com- 
pel them to give their adhesion to it. When 
1 look at those criticisms 1 am reminded of 
tiie position a gentleman would occupy who 
had made a contract for construction of the 
Great Eastern SS., greater in extent and in- 
volving a greater oxpendlturo than any 
othar ship that ever was built in the world. 
But, sir, I am reminded ol what would be the 
belter iiosition of a man who, after building 
a ship and finishing it complete in every re- 
spect, would be told by his employers that 
the ship was all right in design, material 
and woriimanship, but that there was a little 
twist in the jolly boat which they did not 
like, and on that account they did not think 
they wiiul.l tackle her, I say, that when we 
come down to Parliament with a great mea- 
sure like this, when we occupy a pusitimi in 
respect to tho probable completion of this 
great work, which twelve months ago the 
most sanguine man in the country could not 
have hoped we would occupy, theso hon. 
gentleman hesitate. They say, although you 
have found gentlemen with great resourcis 
at their command, to go forward with an eu- 
leriirise so essential to the ])rogress of C;in:i- 
da, allhougii the work is to be conipleteil on 
a purely commercial basis, tl.o-;e geiitlemen, 
hiring their hacks its they have- been obliged 
to do upon their own declarations again and 
again declared, still complain of an arronge- 



The gentlemen who have undertaken 
this work stiind before tho people 
of this country to-day in tlie strong- 
est position that it is possible lor 
gentlemen to occu|iy in relation to a great 
enterprise such as this. The Canadians en- 
gaged in the eiiteriirise are men who are 
Second to none in respect of commercial 
standing and capacity, and by their success 
\ii carrying out their great railway enterprises, 
they have atlbrdeil us the best jiossible 
guarantee for the inaniicr in which they will 
fullil their engagements witli the Govern- 
ment and the Parliament of Ganada, I may 
be told that the owners of the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis k Manitoba Kiiilwayare menibersof 
this syndicate, and, sir, 1 am proud to know 
that that is the fact, and for this reason: — I' 
say that standing outside of this association, 
they were in a position of antagonism to 
Canada, because they were tlio owners of a 
lino of railway to the south of tho Great 
I Northwest anil of large tracts of fertile hind 
contiguous to that railway. We all know 
that the great barrier to the successful de- 
velopment of the Northwest was that in the 
absence of a Canadian I'acilic H;iilway our 
iniiiiigration was obligeil to li I tor through the 
territories of the l.'nited .States, and thu 
great efforts which have been made to secure 
imniigratiou into the U. S., aud iuteicejit 
those who wore on the way to our North- 
west have not been made by the Government 
of that country or by the legislature of the 
States, but by tho railway companies, who 
have a personal interest in bringing these 
immignints into their own territories, AVliy, 
sir, we have aiiiic.\eil a large portion of the 
State of .'\!innesi)(a to Canada in this way, 
and any man with a heml on his shoulders 
will see at once that a Coiuiiany who have 
engaged to build and operate a road 050 
miles from 'I'huiidcr Pay to Nipissing, and 
wdio are to bo the owners of one thousand 
miles of road from Ued Iliver to Nipissing, 
cannot afford to do anything less than at- 
tract along that route aud from tho railways 
to the south a volume of immigration to 
settle the lands, for that alone can make 
their enterprise successful. .The interest 
which these gentlemen wUl" have in the 
Canada Pacific Railway will be ten 
fold greater than any interest 
they ever had in the St, Paul, Minneapolis k 
.Manitoba, and I care not what their nation- 
ality may be as the signatories of that con- 
tract, (.'anada jiossesses in them the most 
undoubted evidence (hat they will sjiare no 
effort to secure iraliic on the Canadian Pacific 
Ibiilway, 'Pile boa, gentlemen seemed to 
think that this company would not bear the 
scrutiny and investigation which was desir- 
able. 

Hon, Mr, JIackenzie — Who said so ? 
Sir CiiA.s. Tl'I'I'eu — 1 liopu I did not do tho 
leader of thu Opposition an injustice when I 
thought that my mention of tho company 
was received by him in tho way in whicli he 
usually receives a sentiment with which be 
does not agree. 

Hon, Mr, I'laick — I do not quite understand 
the bon. gentleman. 

Sir CuAiiLKS 'Pci'i'KH — I say that 
that Conip.-iny embraces cajiitalists both of 
our own and of other countries who are men 
of the highest character, men whose names 
are the best guarantees that could beall'orded 
the jieople ol Canada that any enterpriso 
they may undertake will be succosslul. 

now THE CO.NTnA0T SHOULD nS COSSIOEIIED. 

With regard to the terms of the contract, I 
do not hesitate to say that no greater injury 
could have been inflicted on the jieoplo of 
Canada than to have ma.lc the conilitioiis of 
the engagement so onerous that in.^tead of 
ensuring their successful fullilment, they 
would have led lo failure. I say that the 
moment that contract is signed everything 
that men can do for the piiriiose of obttiining 
the best terms in their power has been done, 
always under thu impression that wo 
owed it to Canada to make a contract that 
was capable of fulfllmuut, to give those gen- 
tlemen a fair coutiact, and iiftord them a fair 
op[)ortiiiii(y of gra]jpliiig with this great, 
this gigantic eiitiu'prise, that we were so 
auxicus (o transfer from our shoulders to 
theirs ; anil 1 would ask tliis House whether 
thev think this contract involving the 
great business au'l inip.utance that it does, 
is one to sit down anil cavil over in the or- 
dinary acceptation of the term in relation to 
contracts, and to drive the most diflicult 
bargain that could be driven, and perhaps 
lead tp what occurred when we niiule the 
contract in 1873, with terms Largely in excess 
of those that this contract contains. But it 
was not a contract that was capable 
of fullilment, because the parties 
were unable in the then coiulilions of this 
country to raise the capilal that was neces- 
sary. Now we appriKich this question in this 
spirit, and woubl asjc every member of this 
House if we should not be unworthy of re- 
presenting the Parliament of Cana'da in the 
discharge ot the public business if we had 
not felt in the interests of Canada that this 
arrangement should be onethat would obtiiin 
tho command of tho capital that was requir- 
ed, and that would enable tho parties engag- 
ed in this great work to make it thoronghly 
successful, as I trust it will be. Wo have 
reason to know that all that a command of 
c:ipital can do they have the advantage of, 
and have reason to know that all that 
skill anil energy and a knowledge id' 
ju'ccisely such woik will do, has been secur- 
ed in order to make this a successful 
contr;ict, and 1 would ask lion, gentiemeii 
opposite wliat more is desirable or necessary, 
1 havu referred to the position that those 
gentlemen occupy, but 1 wouhl just iisk hon. 
gentlemen opposite whether Canada would 
likely have this contmot carried out with the 
success we all desire, expect and hope for, i I 
we liiul made tho contract with the strong 
lu.ilv of capitalists that could be found in the 
ciiv 01 London? What would you bav. 
had ■' We would have had as the lirst filing ai 
Eiigli.-h cr.ginneer willi extravagant idiiis 
totally ignorant of (he work and constnic- 
tioa \A nilways through such a country, a

what their resources might be, a perfect fail- 
ure in their hands ; and wors.< than that. vo« 

would have had discredit brought unon tho 
country in consequence of the parties who had 
purchased their bonds failing to obtain tliat 
interest which they justly expected from their 
investment. Whether you look at the Ame- 
rican, the Canadian or at the Fuglisli, French 
or German gentlemen associated with this 
enterprise, I believp that Canada has been 
most fortunato in having this'work placed in 
their hands.

My opinion 
of security is this, that provided you get the' 
parties wiio are most likely to deal Buccess-' 
fully with tho matter, the less security you 
demand the better, beoanso- just in propor> 
lion AS you backup the- resources of tho 
party, tho more yoHi decrease his power to 
curry on this work' successfully. > 

Hon. Mr, Blake — In order to improve the 
situation, let ussttikeout the clause about 
the million dollars. 

Sir CuAiii.Ks ToiTEii — Of course we arn 
speaking within a certain latitude, and I 
would ask the lion, gentleman to turn his at- 
tention to what was a simil.ar work construc- 
ted on this eontiuent — the Union Pacitic 
Railway, and I would ask him whether the 
capital ol that company was larger, or whe- 
ther the security given by them lor the con- 
struction of tho road was larger than is now 
obtained with this company. He may ex- 
amine into the carrying out ot any of those 
great works, and he will find that the secur- 
ity that the Oovemmont had was con- 
fidence in tho parties engaged in tho 
projeelH that they would carry them out to 
completion, 'Pile hiui, gentleman will lind 
that under this' arrangement we have tho 
best guarantee that these works will bo 
pushed rapidly to completion under tho 
contract as now proposed. This contract re- 
ip.iires the parties to com]ilete the road in 
ten years, that in ,Iuly, 18;il, it shall be 
carried to completion, and 1 may say, sir, 
although the hon. lea.icr of the Opposition 
may have forgotten it, he took the liberty u 
year ago of expressing his opinion, and to • 
certain extent, I suppose, his sympathy with 
the deplorable condition in which the mem- 
bers from the Province of Quebec found them- 
selves. The hon, gentleman said that " Que- 
bec had spent $1 1,000,000 which sho couUl 
i!l-alToril for the construction of a provincial 
railway, priiicip;illy for 
tapping the I'acilic trade.

Quebec had stretched out her arms 
toward the great West as far as this 
city for the jinrpose of securing that 
trade, and tlio question is how soon that 
expenditure is to bo made available. Her 
road is paying as it is. What Quebec ex- 
pected was that it should pay some fraction 
ot interest on its construction, but they also 
expected it would bear a great tide of Wes- 
tern traflic into her principal cities, and bring 
prosperity to her people, but unless some 
through connection is made, tlicse expecta- 
tions on the part of Quebec would not 
bo realized, that if the eastern end was not 
constructed till the western end was finish- 
eil, he hoped they would all be alive to enjoy 
tho results," I will not say that there was 
any sarcasm in tliese remarks ; I will not say 
that/ the hon. gentlenmu was not shedding 
tears of sympathy when ho was bemoaning 
tho happy fate of Qiiohoc, but where are 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Edward 
Island, and where is the Province of Ontario ? 
AVhy, they stand in a position to-day that 
a year ago we would have boon laughed 
at if wo had ventured to predict. If wo had 
said a year ago that by this session we would 
be en.ibled to provide a contract by which in 
1801 all tliecities of these provinces would 
have easy connnnnicaf ion with tho great 
Northwest territories of Canada, it would 
have Ijeen considered impossible of attain- 
ment. What is of more vital importance to 
this province and the cities of tho East, 
Quebec, St. John and Halifax, than that they 
should have ready access to the great North- 
west ? I'lio fact is that that great country, 
with its millions of fertile acres, that yield 
abundant returnis to the industry of agricul- 
turists, must for years to come, during the 
development Of that vast territory, dep«nd 
upon the older provinces for its manufac- 
tures. Thoroforo it is of vital importance to 
every section of Canada, and to no 
portion more than the Northwest, 
that there should bo easy, rapid and cheap 
coniinunicatioii established at an early day. 
Now, sir, I will draw the attention of the 
House for a in.'-mcr.t tei Vihat will bo accom- 
jilished. Tho road is to be commenced on 
tho 1st of July next at Callendar station, 
near Lake Nipissing, and under this contract 
is to be- proceeded with pari poiiu at BUOh an 
annual rate of progress as will seouro through 
connection with tho Canadian Faciio Rail- 
way by 1801. Now, with regard to tho dis- 
tance, everybody knows that tho construc- 
tion of this line will shorten the distance 
between all our great cities and Winnipeg, 
the present emporium of the Northwest, by 
some 500 miles, but assuming that 
we had fo go by the Sault Ste. 
Marie in the absence of any lino at tho 
iionh of Lake Superio;-, tho distance by tho 
iSault and Duluth would be, from Nipissing 
to Sault Sle. Marie 29-1 miles, from Sault Ste. 
Marie to Duluth 410 miles, and from Duluth 
lid Emerson to Winnipeg 401 miles, making 
the total distance from Callendar iStation to 
Winnipeg 1,168 miles. That was tho short- 
est route which twelve months ago tho Gov- 
ernment were able to hold out any expecta- 
tion of obtaining. Now, we propose to secure 
the construction of a througli line, to be com- 
menced on the 1st of .luly next, which will 
shorten that distance by 111 miles, 

Hon. Mr. Blake — That is 1,057 miles from 
Winnipeg to Southeast Bay. 

Sir CiiAS, Tdtper — It is 1,006 miles 
from Nipissing along Thunder Bay 
to Winnipeg if you take tho 
lake, or 1,057 miles by rail, the distance 
from Callendar Station to Linkoping, the 
station where the lino will strike the Thun- 
der ilay branch, being CSG miles, and that 
from Linkoping to Winnipeg being :i71 
miles ; so that tho House will see we have 
tho shortest possible line by which to reach 
Winnipeg. It will also see that the distance 
from Montreal to Callendar Station is 3S4 
miles, while tho distance from Toronto by 
the Gravenhurst lino is 22C miles, or 128 
miles less tban that from Montreal. I may 
now advert for a nioment to'

which have been iii-ged against this 
luoposilion. I am told that the stand- 
ard is too low, that tho standard 
of tho Union Pacific Bailway is a very un- 
hivorable standard, and that we ought to 
have selected Fomething higher. Well, it is 
very well, after having obtained the oppor- 
tunity ol making a contract, lo make severe 
stipulations, but when I have stated lo tho 
House the terms under which these geiitle- 
men have uiiilert.aken to construct this road, 
I think you will agree with rue that they 
were entitled to as favorable consideration 
as we could give tliem. I should like to 
know what position the Governinent of 
Canada would have been ia who, after hav-* 
ing ull'ered §84,000,000 in 1873 lo tho com- 
pany of which Sir Hugh Allan 'was the pre- 
sident should ask the gentlemen who 'Viero

was President, they will find that it 
provided that the standard nf con- 
Btriiction and equipment of tho Cana- 
dian Pacifto Railway Bhould he the Union 
Pacific Railway, and tberafore wo have gone 
as far as any member of this Houso or nny 
fair-minded man will say wo ought to go 
with reference to the standard. But what is 
this stondard? "Why there are half-a-dozen 
leading roads in tho United Stntes to-day, 
of which the standard is more objectiouahle 
in grades and carves tlmn tliat of tho Union 
I'ncitic Kailway. Tlieiefore, I think there 
18 not much ground for cavil in 
that matter. When tho Union Pa- 
cifto Railway was built, the Gov- 
ernment, who gave a much greater 
amount of aid to it than wo are giving to 
this road, agreed that the standard of tho 
Baltimore k Ohio Railway should bo put in 
the contract as tho stnadard ot the Union 
Pacific, and tho Baltimore & Ohio Bailwoy, 
as everyone knows, is a road that is doing an 
enormous tratlio and is regarded as a flrst- 
olass road. Tho Portland & Ogdensburg 
Kailway, nnd half a dozen other American 
lines have also a st;iudard that cannot com- 
pare with the Btandard we have selected. 1 
need not detain the House, therefore, by try- 
ing to show tliiit it would have been uttcily 
unreasonable for tlie CJovurnnicuL of Ciui- 
aila to exact from these gentieraen 
who were agreeing to construct tliis 
road at so much less terms than were agreed 
to in the Allan contract, a higher standard 
than we have done. But wo have a belter 
guarantee than could have been inserted in 
tho c«ntract of the high standard of the 
road, and that is that these gentlemen are 
not constructing th'o road for tlio Govern- 
ment of Canada to work, but they are con- 
inructiug it as their own property, aud when 
it is constructed they have to I'luiiish tho 
means of maintaining and operating the 
road, and every disadvantage of a poor con- 
atructiou would fall upon them and not upon 
us. Aud, sir, what would liavo been my 
position m demanding e.\ces.sive terms in re- 
lation to the stiiudard of tlie road when tliey 
had in their hands my own statement, the 
statement of tho Qovernment of Canada, 
with all the resources of tliia country at our 
hack, that wo were compelled to lower the 
character of the road in order to construct a 
cheap line of railway, nnd that tne lowest 
estimate we could make of tho cost of such a 
work was $30,000,000, or nn excess of the 
-whole amount they were obtaining both in 
money aiul laud, computing tho haul at a 
dollar an acre '.' 1 think, therefore, sir, I 
need not detain the House by dealing with 
(ho question of the standard of tho road.

Kor, sir, will I detain the House very long 
ui)on tlio other point that has been 
raised, and tliat is the mode 
in which tho money is being 
divided. L have sliown the cost of 
the I'embina brauih at tlio lowe.-it rate at 
wliitli \ve can now put it, witliout all tliose 
buildings nece.=sary. and which these gentle- 
men will have to construct at their own cost. 
If hon. gentlemen have paid nny attention to 
the deplorable description that the First 
Minister gave us a year ago as to the diffi- 
culties they would Lave to surmount be- 
wceu Red River and tho foot ot the Rocky 
Mountains, 1 think they will come to the 
conclusion that the amount is not e.xtrava- 
irant. I call tlie attention of tlie House to 
the fact. The Government want that road 
puslied through Red River to the 
foot of the Rocky Mountains as 
fast as can be done. I have 
.the authority ot the leading gentlemen con- 
./nectcd with the syndicate to state in public 
'that they intend the road to be complete at 
'the foot of the Rocl;y Mountains at the end 
of three years from tlie present time. If it 
.be thought a gigantic work to build 300 
mllos of railway by this i owerful syndicate 
in a year, I may tell hon. gentlemen lor their 
•.mlonnation that within tlie last year a few 
1)1 these gentlemen accomplished between 
200 and 300 miles of railway themselves 
through a somewhat similar country, and 
therelore it is not an extravagant statemeut 
for them to make in stating that they intend 
to construct the road to tlie foot ol the 
Bocky Mountains in three years, aud to 
build 300 miles of this road during the com- 
ing season, What docs that involve? It 
involves the expenditure of an enormous 
amount of capital at tho outset. Tho 
very moment the contract is ratified by 
Parliament these gentlemen have got to put 
their hands in their pocket.s, and not only 
take therefrom a million dollars to deposit 
with us as security, but they had to put 
their hunds into another jiocket the next 
hour and take out another million to equi|) 
the road th.at is in operation and that will 
bo in operation witliin the course of the year. 
After reading the lachrymose statements of 
the hon. leader of the late Government 
about these lands, and the dilHculty of get- 
ting them sold, it is not unreasonable to 
buppose that with all their enel^y and in 
dustry it will take two or three years before 
they can make these lands, to any Inrg 
font, serviceable by a return of money from 
their sale. These gentlemen have, there- 
fore, at the outset, to lay out an 
enormous sum of money for e(iuip- 
ment, aud iu providing the jihint 
necessary to run that work during 
the coming three years, and they have in 
the next place to wait for a considerable pe- 
riod before they can receive returns lor lands. 
At the end of tho three years all that plant 
will of course be applicable to the other sec- 
tions. I believe, therefore, the more it is ex- 
amined, the more it will be found that in tho 
'division of money no injustice has been 
done, and those who place confidence, not in 
MS but in the statement of the leader of the 
late Govcnmient, have only to take his state- 
ment.^, wliich 1 have read to-night, ami that 
v.-as his estimate of S20,000 [ler mile lor the 
portion to be construe teil west of Uud Hirer, 
to perceive tho advantage of the present pro- 
posed arrangement. There is another million 
they have to put their hands into their pock- 
ets to pay UK, and that is for the work we have 
constructed west of Red River ond the mate- 
rial we have on hand applicable for the pur- 
poses of construction. Under these circum- 
stances hon. gentlemen's minds will he re- 
lieved to know that we buve made the very 
best division of tlie money. If llic enter- 
prise is to prove anything but a failure, there 
is a great expenditure of money to be luiule 
at the very outset, in bringing people to this 
t'oiintrv. 



ould for Canada, and the other 
was not to impose terms that, vithout 
being of any material advantage to the 
country-, weuld be likely to lead to disaster in 
tho money markets of the world when tho 
project was placed on those markct.s. 
Kveryono will understand that tho position 
in respect to the taxation is not changed in 
tho slightest degree from that in which wo 
stood la.st year. When we were construct- 
ing this road as a Government work, when 
my hon. friend was constructing it by direct 
government agency, no taxation could have 
been leivod on these lands until they were 
utilized, until they were occupied. No prov- 
ince, municipality or corponition of any kind 
at present, or that could Imj created hereafter, 
could impose tho slightest taT on those lands 
until they were sold or occupied, and when 
thoy aro sold or occupied now, that moment 
they are liable to taxation. I will not 
stop to discuss tho question of the 
road itself being exempt from taxation, be- 
cause hon. gentlemen have only to turn to the 
laws of the United .States, on the construc- 
tion of those great lines of railway any 
where, to find that the policy ol tho Gov- 
ernment of the United States has always 
been that tliose lines of railway, the road- 
way, the road itself, the stations, everything 
cnibraccii iu the term railway, was exempt 
from ta.xation. One of the Judges of the 
courts of the United States declared that as 
these great lines of road were national works, 
were public casements, that as they were fur 
tho benefit and advancement of the wliole 
country, thoy should not be subject to auv 
taxation, state or municipal. We have, 
therefore, only followed tho practice that 
has prevailed in tho 1,'nited States 
and that which hou. gentlemen ojiposito will 
feel was incumbent upon us. What was 
our position ? We were asking these gentle- 
men to come forward ami take a position 
from which we shrank. I do not hesitate to 
say th.-it, great and important as tho enter- 
prise was, tho Government felt it was one of 
enormous magnitude, and trembled almost 
when thoy regarded the great cost of con- 
struction and tho cost of maintenance and 
operation of the road, when constructed, ami 
I ask, when we wore shifting from our shoul- 
ders to tho shoulders of a private coni]iany 
all tho responsibility, I nsk this House iii 
candor to tell me whetiier they do not think 
that, as lar as we could, wo luight to have 
put these geiitlciueii in as favorablo a posi- 
tion lor the construction of the ruad as we 
occupied ourselves'.' Th.at is all we 
have done, ami as I have said 
before, the uiomoiit the lands are 
utilized tliey hcooiuo liable to tiixation. I 
have been told that the lauds of the Canada 
Comjinny being Iroe from taxation, it was 
found thoy were attended with a good deal 
that was objectionable. 

Hon. Mr. Mackk.nzie — They were not free 
from taxation. 

Hon. Mr. Blakk— They were only ordinarv 
large haul holders. 

Sir Cins. Tci'i'Ki;— Oh, it was owned in 
largo blocks; then the case is not half as 
bad. 

Hon. ilr. l!i,.\KB— No, this is much worse. 
Sir Cius. Tci'i'iui — I suppo.se it is because 
they were free from ta.xation. Well, we 
liavi; taken care they shall not own them in 
blocks. We have met the difliculty and cover- 
it, but us I said before, these 
gentlemen must soli their lauds.

It is im|iossil)le to sustain the road 
without bringing a population into the 
country as rapidly a.s jin.ssible. It is 
s;iid this is ii gigantic luoiuipoly. 
You uot only free tlie lands Iroin 
taxation until occupied, Imt you create a 
mSnopoly. If we have one strong point in 
our case it is this : that under the terras of 
tho Allan contract Of 1873, 64,000,000 acres 
of land were locked up, if you call it locked 
up, by being iilaced in the hands of a com- 
pany. Under this contract 25,000,000 acres 
ot land only arc to bo reserved. Under tho 
Allan contract of 18"3 nnd the terms of the 
Canada Pacihc Railway Act of 187.1 these 
parties were entitled to have their land in 
large blocks ot 20 miles sijiiare ; under this 
eontiact the Government have iiossessiou of 
every alternate mile over the whole sec- 
tion and along the whole line of road. 
Can there he any monopoly ? Why, under 
tho terms of the late Government's Act, the 
Government was bound, as the Government 
of tho United States was bound in relation 
to tho Northern Pacific Railway to abstain 
from selling an acre under §2.50 ; 
under this contract, however, wo are 
free to give away every acre that 
remains in our possession should the 
public interest warrant it. No policy 
did the hon. gentlotnen ojiposite jiress more 
strongly upon us than that of not selling the 
laud below S'l.'ii) an acre. Rut we say, we 
should be only too plad to jilaut a free set- 
tler ii[)on e\'cry acre lielouging to the Gov- 
ernment. We Imld on the monopoly point 
that instead of .') t,OOO,f)O0 acres being locked 
up in blocks of 20 miles on each side of the 
road, instead of our being bound to sell at 
no less than 52-50 an acre, wo can open up 
to free settlement the 29,000,000 acres the 
Government retains to utilize in the interest 
of tiie country, over and above the amount 
given tho syndicate, or can sell at ju-iccs be- 
low tlie mininiuin fixeil by the terms of l.'^T l. 
What alioiit l!u: terms of a year ago? ih'/nl 
the resolution Parliament jiassed here for 
the api)ropriatiou of IOO,000,<JOO acres, arnl 
you will see how absolutely Parliament 
placed them at the disposal of tho Govetn- 
meiit for use in any way iiossible, to secure 
the construction of the Canada Pacilic Rail- 
way. Instead of having liandod over to ii 
monopoly, as it may bo called, those 100,- 
000,000 acres, we hold 70,000,000 acres in 
hand, to be used for promoting the interests 
of Canada by ficu settlement, and by 
ales to return to us the money required 
to be paid under the contract to the Svndi- 
cate, ?l!,'),O00,0i)O. As I said before, the ques- 
tion of freedom from taxation of the lands is 
not new. In 1870 an Act was passed iu the 
United States for the relief of the Interna- 
tional Railway Conipany, now consolidated 
uadcrtlie name of the International & Great 
Northern Railwoy Company, which provides, 
similarly to what has been enacted asregiirds 
other railroad companies in '('nrious States of 
the Union, that tho lands of tho com|)iuiy 
shall be free from ta.xation. Tho United 
States Governnieut hits given great land 
grants to railways under what is called the 
head grant system, and in one case a 
C'oiiipauy was authorized to select in any part 
of the public lauds of Texas — that magnifi-

appeals to be objected to, but nnder the terms 
ot this contract the location is to bo sub- 
mitted for tho approval of the Governor- 
General in Council. I do not hesitate to s;iy 
that tills Company will bo much 
better able to locate the road than the Gov- 
ernment. They have a more vital, personal, 
direct interest in putting it through, anil 
best know how to make it the shortest con- 
sistent with its early oompletion. Tho Gov- 
ernment cannot give tho nuitter that personal, 
1 direct attention witliin the power ot gentle- 
men as familiar with such works us aro the 
members of the syndicate. In my judgment, 
therefore, it is not necessary there should be 
tho restriction this Act provides, that is that 
tho Oovernor-in-Council should have the 
right of decision, because I believe their own 
iutorcfits will compel them to make the host 
possible location, but we have iiro- 
vided, by maintaining a general control 
througfi tho Governor-in-Council over tho 
work, that not one mile of tho road shall be 
located without our consent. 1 am told tliat 
great objection is made to the power of the 
Company to build branch lines. Is the 
Ho ito awnro that in the United States all 
the I'owers given to this syndicate which 
comes forward to taKo tho place of the Gov- 
ernment and relievo it of responsibility in 
regard to this work, are enjoyed by every- 
body or every company building a railroad? 
All that such persons require to do is to 
organize a company under tho general law, 
rogistei tlieuiselves, and go and build a rail- 
road wherever they like, with such privileges 
in their favor. 

Hon. Mr. BIckkxzib— Do the same thing in 
your XorthwestV 

Sir Cmas, TurpEii — Tho hon. gentleman 
will see that as to tlie last objection that can 
be made to our policy he has anticipated me, 
because I intended giving him credit for the 
liberal spirit with which he dealt with the 
branch linos,—! mean by tho bill submitted 
coutiiining the policy of tho lata Govern- 
iiu nt, upon which, of course, the Opposition 
will not go back. In tho State of Minnesota 
and everywhere else across the line, branch 
lines can bo built by any persons wherever 
they desire. We have merely given this 
Company a iiower nny and every person can 
enjoy in'the United s'tates. The member for 
Lam'bton is the last source from whicli 1 
should have expected opposition to this policy 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie— What policy ? 
Sir CiLis. Tli'PEH— Tho policy of allowing 
tlie .syndicate the privilege of constructing 
branch lines in connection with tho road. 

Hon. Mr. Mackis.nzie— You prohibit cveiy- 
bodv else. 

sir CiiAs. TcpPKn— There is no such pix>- 
liibition. This remark is only an evidence 
of the difliculty, tho dilemma In which hou. 
gentlemen opposite find themselves; bocauio 
they can find

to this policy they must manufac ture tlicm. 
There is iio such provision in the 
bill, not a line giving a monopoly 
to these (,'entlemeu, and this Parliament has 
power lodavor will have power next year, 
after they have ratified this policy, to em- 
power any persoun whatever to construct 
lines iu a'uy part of the Northwest. What 
did the bill submitted by the Minister of the 
Interior for the late Government provide 
with regard to tho construction of railroads 
in the Northwest, a bill which embodied the 
wisdom of tho Government of wliich he was 
a member? It fust proviiles that any pe.-- 
.son may construct a railway in the North- 
west wherever they choose ; thoy may or- 
gauzize under provisions similiar to those 
uuiler which parties in the United States 
may construct branch lines. It went 
furtlier • we have not given these 
gentlemen ;i dollar with which to 
construct branches ; we propose to 
give them the right of way tor branch 
lines free, and shall be only too glad to do 
so if they run biauches from one end of the 
country to the other. We felt it was in the 
interest of the country to give them every 
facilitv possible for the strengthening of the 
trunk"line8 and the pouring of such volumes 
of traihc over it lui aro indispensable to the 
prosperity of tho country, and as may in- 
ci-aso tho value of our lands beyoiul any 
other inlluence. Not ono dollar can they 
spend in the construction of branches that 
will not pour large sums into the treasury of 
Canada by increasing the value of its lauds 
in tlieir ueighborlioud. But the bill 
of the late Government did not 
leave the cost of their construction 
on the company. The Government 
generouslv came to their aid. Everybody 
could go on aud build liranches and come 
with his little bill to the Government lor 
liayinent What does the Act s.iy ? The 
Governor la Council shall reserve every al- 
ternate section of ungriinted lands to the ex- 
tent of ten sections per mile, five on each 
siiie, exclusive of the sections which, under 
tho Dominion Lauds Act, may have been re- 
served as school Beeti(Uis or allotted to tho 
Iluilson'fl Ray Co. for the purpos.'s of this 
Act." That was as a bonus to these gentle- 
men for the construction of this biancli line. 
'■Or slioiild the Governor in Council deem it 
expedient, instead of conveying lauds to the 
Company, the Company may be paid the 
monies received from the sales of lands on

Well, sir, the hon. member brought up tlie 
question of rates the other day in the spoech 
which ho delivered to the House on the 
address. 1 could then <|uite understaiid 
that the hon. giuitlcnian was about to an- 
chor to the windward, (Hear, hear), !uid 
when the hon. gentleman dragged in the 
question of rates on railways into the dis- 
cussion tho other day, I quite understood 
that there was a deliberate design in 
it to forestall tho public mind in 
relation to this matter. Every per- 
son knows tho great complaints 
that have been made owingto Ihe dispropor- 
tionate rates which have been adopted on 
railways in the United States running 
through the prairies; but, sir, what is our 
position with relation to that matter? Why, 
sir, we have taken power by this contract, 
which, under the Consolidated Rail- 
way Act on till! statute book, we 
do uot [lossc.^s. So far from having 
yielded anything with rudiitiou to rates, the 
Governor in Council nitaiiiH jiowur to levy 
tliose rates. Not a rate can be collected, not 
a cent can be collected by that coiniiaiiy fur 
anything on their road until the Govern- 
ment, who are responsible to this House, 
whoever they may be, have given their sanc- 
tion to what they believe to bo just and 
in the iutorcstg of the country. (Cheers.) 
Put, sir, wo ascortaincd that, according to 
tlie law Parliament itself had not the power, 
after the rate was fixed, to reduce it, unless 
it could be shown that the (..'oiiipany were 
getting 1,'i percent, on their capital. We in 
tliis contract have clianged that, and have 
deprived tile Coiupany ot the [)ower whicli, 
uniler the Consolidated Railway Act every 
other railway in the country enjoyed, aud 
stipulated a lower rate of profit as tlie point 
at whicli they may be asl>ed to lower tiieir 
rates. I think, nnditr these circumstances, the 
hon. gontlenian's long discussion on a iiues- 
tion tlutt was certainly not before the House, 
was hardly called for. 

Hon. Mr. Asulin — Is tho profit to bo taken 
upon tho capital of the Company or upon 
tlie whole money expended u[)on the con- 
striiclion of the road, because there is a 
great dilTerence. 

Sir CiiAS. Tci'i'i'ii — The hon. gentleman 
will lie greatly relieved to find it is not so 
bad us he liad hopcil. It is uiion the capita! 
they have expendial themselves. 

Hon. Mr. Anomn — Under tho terms of the 
contract, for there is a doubt about it? 

Sir CiiAS. Tui'PEii — That is a question of 
law upon which I will defer to the hon. gen- 
tleman. Ho had tho contract bnforo him, 
and whatever want of confidence I may have 
in his political sentiments, I have great cmi- 
fidence in his legal ability. I will not ro- 
qiro to say anything moro about that.

Now, I am glad to say that I am 
able to bring my remarks to a conclusion, 
but before doing so, I will ask the House to 
indulge me for a moment. 1 received an 
oxtr.-ict from the Winnipeg corres- 
pondence 01 tho Toronto Globe of Novem- 
ber 'J,''ith: — "So much has been said and 
written about the size and fertility of the 
Northwest that it is scarcely neccs.sarv to re- 
peat any of it here. Prof. Macoun's recent 
explorations fully deinoustiate the fact that 
there are aljout 200,000,000 of acres embraced 
within Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- 
tories, A mere Iraction of this is as yet set- 
tled, so that there are still homes in the 
Northwest for milliouH of people. For two 
huiulred miles west most of tho good land 
has been taken up, but beyond that 
point there is any (piantity of the richest 
land, much of it uot "oven surveyed. 
■Pho quidity of the soil throughout these ter- 
ritoriea is iilmost unifoimly good. In many 
places it is^unsurpassed. In the lied River 
\'alley, near ^Vinuipcg, farms have been 
cropji'.'d for fifty years witliout the aid of 
manure. Furtlier W(!st the soil is somewhat 
lighter, but in tho opinion of many, better 
adapted for general farming purposes. There 
is a considerable quantity of v/astu land, if we 
take it iu the aggregate, but comparative- 
ly the porcontago is not large, and much of 
what • is now waste land will bo re- 
claimed by drainage before tho country is a 
a generation older." Now, sir, I draw attention 
to that for the purpose of showing lion, 
gentlemen opposite how small a portion ot 
these fertile lauds in the great Northwest is 
absorlied by the twenty-five millions of 
acres, which is granted under this contract 
to the Syndicate. 1 ilraw the attention of 
lion, geiitlcnieii opposiie to this, because it 
was one of llie subjects of discussion a year 
ago, I ventured to state from the best 
aiitliority, for we have expendcil a large 
amount of money for surveys, and a numlier 
of our able men have investigated this sub- 
ject of lands of tho Northwest, that IfiO,- 
000,000 acres of good lands lay between the 
west of Manitoba and the Rocky Mountains, 
between tho 49th andGTth parallels of North 
latitude, and hon. members opposite doubted 
it. Now, wo find that Professor iMcCouu, 
whd is regarded as one id' the most able ex- 
plcjrers aud one ot tho best qualified men 
to form a judgment iqion the matter, who 
lias spent ihelast season in going over the 
countrv. found that great Missouri section of 
barren'country whicli was suiqiosed to ex- 
tend into Canada in the Northwest was in a 
great manner valuable and fertile laud. He 
found that tho idea that it was desert was an 
entire delusion, and that instead of that a 
great portion of tho lands, thirty millions of 
acres, which was supposed to be unlit lor

ANOTIIKR OIIIKCTION DISE'OSED OK. 

I am told that some gentlemen are 
afraid that difficulty will bo caused by the 
clause of the contract which requires the 
Government to hold, in ceNain contingen- 
cies which may or may not arise, 5^5,000,000 
and 4 per cent interest. Suppose we 
had to bo in the same position the 
late Minister of Finance was in 
u year ago, that we expected in 12 months to 
be in a condition, where instead of jiayiug 
the fi per cent we are paying now, we .shouki 
bo able to sell bonds at 4 per cent 
without any commission ; suppose wo 
had ventureii to tell hon. gentlemen that we 
ex[iect in, 12 months to bo in a condition of 
being able to obtain all tho money that 
Canada required for its development and to 
renew tho bonds Issued at 5 and G per cent, 
as fast as they become duo at 4 jier cent,, 
without a farthing being paid for touiiiiis;- 
sion, they would have laughed at us, but it is 
a fact staring them in the face, and when we 
entered into the contract wu found that we 
occupied a Jiositioii that was likely to furnish 
us with all the money we wanted. The 
able Finance Minister, my hou. colleague, 
told us that ho could handle that twenty- 
five millions of money in such a way ns 
to bo eminently advantageous to the interests 
of Canada if he is called upon to hold it, 
and it was only alter learning that, that we 
agreed to take it upon these terms. I think, 
therefore, I need hardly detain the House 
upon that subject.

(linn, 1 say this is about the last charge that 
should have been mado, but I am tidd that 
they have given, under the contract, right 
and privileges which are fatal to the N ation- 
al Policy. How fatal to the National Policy ? 
There U nothing in tho law, nothing in the 
statute book that enabled ono cent of duty to 
be collected on anything that has boon used 
for the purpose of ccuistructiug the Canada 
Pac ilic It iilway, not a cent. 

Hon, Mr. Maci;i:.\/,,k — Uid the contractors 
pay the duty ? 

isir CiiAS, 'I'l-i'i't:!;— Certainly, but they 
were building a railway for us, and they were 
I)aid an amount that it was estimatiul woultl 
pay them for tho work thoy performed and 
give thuiu a profit, but every locomotive, 
overyear for tho railway that we imported 
for ourselves, as wo havo done, could not, 
by any law that is on the statute book, 
be charged with duty. So that there 
is no ground of complaint upon that 
score. Put, sir, that is not the contract. The 
contract provides only for the admission free 
of duty of all steel raiis, lishplates, aud other 
l"astenin(.;s, spikes, bolts, win;, timber 
and nil materials fin' bridges, to bo 
used iu the original coiislruction of the rail- 
way, and lor a telegraph line in connection 
tlieri'with. Now, sir, what is the duty col- 
lected on now V Steel rails aro free under 
thi! law. 

Hon. Mr. Mackekzik — For how long? 
Sir Cii.AS. Tci'i'Dii — So long as tho steel 
rails are uot manufactured in this country 
for tlie purposeof sujiplyingourown country. 
The (loverument felt that the construction 
of railways was so very important to tho de- 
delopmcnt of Canada that they made an ex- 
ception of steel rails, saying that while 
steel rails W(,'re not manufactured in 
this country they should be admitted 
i'rec. Therefore, tliis limit is to 
the bolls, nuts, wire, timber, and material 
for bridges. We judged that by admitting 
iron for bridges free of duty, wo would pro- 
bably have tho bridges constructed of iio.i, 
instead of wood. Bulls thero a member of 
thi.s House who fails to see that if wo had 
not made such a provision, wo only had to 
import these articles ourselves to make 
them free. I may say that undi'r this con- 
tract, the position of the industries of Can- 
ada and of the National Policy is better 
than ever before. Tho Clovernment in- 
tended iu this matter, as in everylliing else, 
lo be true to that policy, wliicli has lifted 
Canada out of the condition of dcjucssion 
iu which our country was; which has lifted 
the credit of the country, by changing de- 
ficits into handsome surpluses; which luis 
vitalized the industries of Canada, got 
money iu circulation, commercial enter- 
juise in operation, and created industries 
from one cud of Canada to the other. We 
v.ould be faithless to the country and to 
the position we occiipv, if we diil not in 
everything to which we put our hands, 
maintain tlie policy in its integrity. (Ap- 
plause). I may say that the .Mi- 
nister of Finance will be prepared to 
submit a measuro to deal witli this 
very point by which tho construction ot 
everything that can bo constructed in Can- 
ada for the purposes of the railway will be 
manufactured in our own country. Now, 
sir, I am glad that I shall not be compelled 
to trespass further upon the attention of the 
House. 



THE P UBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

tConsoIMaUd Ilevenae Fnnd. 

The following is a comparative statement of 
the total receipts and expenditures on account 
of Consolidated Revenua fuud for sixiuunths 
from 1st July to 30th November, in 1870 and 
1S80, respectively; cents are omitted. A 
mere glance will suflice to show the enormous 
improvement in the financial condition of 

tho Dominion, ahd the justification for tho 

measure presented for the cousiireration" of I 'Anticipation in the Speech from the Throne 
this House, worthy and likely to receive its o' * handsome suridus this year; — 
hearty adoption, it is tiie measure I 
have the honor of submitting lor its 
consideration. I have the satisfaction of 
knowing that throughout this country every 
man breathed more freely when he learned 
that the great undertaking of constructing 
and of operating the railway was to bo lifted 
from the shoulders of tho tJovernment, and 
tlio liability tho country was going to incur 
was to be brought within not only tho limit 
whidi in its present financial condition it is 
]irepare<^ to meet, but Within such limiti 
that tho proceeds from the sale ot tho lands 
granted for tbe construction of the line will 
wipe out all liabilities at no distant day 
lint this is tho sliLrhtest consideration in re- 
ference to Ibis question. It is a fact that 
under the jiropo.sals now submitted for the 
Parliament to consider, this country is going 
to secure tlio construction and operation of 
the gigantic work which is to give new life 
and vitality to every section of this Uo- 
minion. No greater responsibility rests upon 
any body of men in this Dominion, than 
rests upon tho Government of Canada, placed 
as it is iu a position to deal with tho enor- 
mous work of tbe development ot such a 
country as Providence has given ns. 
Aud I say wo would be traitors to ourselves 
and to our children if we should hesitate to 
Koonro, on terms such as we have tho plea- 
sure of submitting to Parliament, the con- 
struction of this work, which is going to de- 
velop all the enormous resources of the 
Northwi.'St, and to pour into that country a 
tide of population which will be a tower of 
streiigtli to every part of Canada — a tide of 
industrious and intelligent men, who will uot 
only produce natural as well as individual 
wealth in tiiat section of tlie Dominion, but 
will create such a demand for the supplies 
which most come from the older provinces 
as will give new life anJ. vitality to every in- 
dustry in which those provinces are engaged. 
Under these circumstances we had a right to 
expect that support, whicli, in justice to 
themselves aud their p^ositioii a.s statesuieu, 
the hiui. gentlemen opposiie should give us. 
1 say, sir, that, looking at thiJ matter tioin a 
party point of view, the lowest point of view, 
1 feel that the gentlemen by following the 
course they propose, are promot- 
ing tho iiiterests of the party now 
ill power, just us thoy promoted our interests 
when thoy placed tlicmsulves in antagonism 
to tho National Policy which the great mass 
of the people desired. Sir, 1 am disappoint- 
ed at the course of the hou. gentlemen. 
^ regret it, notwithstanding that it conduces 
to the interests of our own party. On past 
occasions I made tho most earnest ap[>eal iu 
my power to tlio.-so gontUmen to siiil; one 
great national question partisan,, feelings 
to enable both sides of this House aud both 
parties of tliis country to unite iu a great 
measure that did not recpiire to be thagged 
down into the arena of party, aud which 
would be promoted, aud largely proiuoi. d by 
a combination of both of the great parties in 
this country. The hou. gentlemen refused 
to respond to that appeal and, therefore, I 
will uot waste time on tho present occasion 
by pointing out lo thoni how desirable it is 
now, but 1 did hope when we abandoned this 
railway as a Government work, and when it 
became a commercial undertaking it would be 
otlierwiso ; and ono of tho rciwons — ono of 
the great necessities for changing our liase— 
one of the great necessities to place this 
work on a commercial footing at the earliest 
opportunity — wius that we became aware 
from the events of the last two sessions tliat 
while we dealt witli it as a Uovernment rail- 
way it was to be dragged down from its high 
liosition to the arena of partisan politics. In 
order to obstruct tho Government, in order to 
Iireventour carrying out the policy as v. e wero 
carrying it, these gentlemen wero driven to 
iUisume the unpatriotic attitude of decrying 
the credit and capabilities of our country 
anil damaging the prospects of this great 
work. 1 am glad that we have triumphed 
over sucli oi)positioii, and that despite that 
obstruction we have surmounted the great 
dilncully, that despite all tho obstruction 
they could throw in our way the time has 
come when (tnlightelied capitalists, best 
ac(]uaiutcd with the resources of Can- 
ada, are prepared to throw themselves 
into the construction of this great 
railway. I say I was in hope, now that wu 
havo abandoned it ns a Governmdut work 
and it is placed on a commercial foundation, 
that those gentlemen could, \vithout loss of 
party ])restige, unite with us on this great 
question, and on giving to- this syndicate 
who are charged witli this important and 
onerous undertaking, that fair, handsome 
and generous support that men engiiged 
in a great national worlc in any coun- 
try are entitled to receive at the 
hands not only of the Govern- 
ment of the country, but of every 
patriotic mombor of Parliament. Sir, I say 
I have boon disappointed, but I hope upon 
future reflection, at no distant day, when the 
results of this mea.sure which wo aro now 
Hubiuitting for the approval of Parliament, 
and which I trust and confidently expect 
will o'.itain tlie sanction of this 
House, will be such as to compel these 
gciillemen, openly and candidly, to admit 
that in taking tlie course which wu have fol- 
lowed we have done wliat is calculated to 
promote the best interests of the country, 
and tliat it has been attended with a success 
exceeding our most sanguine exiiectatimis. 
I can only say, iu conclusion, after some 
live-and-twenty years of public life, 1 shall 
feel it the greatest source of plea.suro that 
the quarter of a century has allorded me, as 
I nm satisfied that my right hon. friend 
beside me will feel that it crowns tho suc- 
cess of his public life, that while Premier of 
this country his Government were able 
to carry through Pailianient a mea- 
sure of such inestimable value to 
the progress of Canada ; so 1 can feel, if I 
have no oiher bequest to leave to my 
children after me, the ])ioudest legacy I 
would desire to leave was the record that I 
was able to lake an active part in the pro- 
motion of this great measure by whicli, I be- 
lieve, Canada will receive an impetus that 
will make it a groat and powerful country at 
no distant date. 

Tho hon. gentleman resumed his seat amid 
gieiit applause from both sir.es of the Houso.
